On next Monday Mr. George W. Bush, 
the well known Newton stable-keeper, will 
open for public inspection the largest, 
handsomest and best appointed stable in 
the city. He extends a cordial invitation 
to his friends and the public, wholwill have 
an excellent opportunity to make a thorough 
examination of the structure. The new 
building equals in complete eqnipment any 
in the state. 

It is situated on ’a private way off Elm- 
wood street, [and occupies about 6,000 
sqtiar,. feet of land. It is constructed of 
brick, and the supports are of iron. The 
material used in the building is of the best 
quality, and every attention has been given 
| to details. 

1 Mr. Bush has spared nothiug to make 
the building one of tlie best in the country 
for the boarding of horses. For this pur- 
pose it will be used exclusively. Mr. Bush 
I retaining the old bnilding for hacking and 
I livery purposes. 

i The new structure is absolutely fire- 
i proof, every provision for this having been 
made when it was constructed. On the 
first floor is room for over 100 carriages. 
There are no posts and the space is ample 
to drive a six-horse team in, turning it 
around without difficulty. 

The flooring is of artificial stone. In 
addition to.3l windows, light is furnished 
by 20 incandescent lamps. The entrance 
from the street is through a door 22 feec 
wide. The distance between the first and 
second floors is 20 feet. In the southwest 
corner of the first floor is a room for wash- 
ing carriages. This is lighted by six win- 
dows, and fitted with appliances of the 
latest pattern for use in washing carriages. 
The tlooring is also of artificial stone, and 
traps connecting with the sewer maiti have 
beot> built. 

The office is on the southeast corner of 
the first floor. Back of this is a run lead- 
ing to the second lloor, where the stalls 
are situated. The run is circular in shape, 
and covered with rubber belting. This 
style of run is the best for the lioises, 
and is certainly an improvement over 
former designs. A stairway has been 
built iu addition. 

On the second floor are 57 single ami 5 
box stalls. They are most substantially 
constructed and so fitted that every com- 
fort may be given to the horses. The 
stalls, like the other interior portions of 
the building, are finished in hard pine, 
with the exception of tlie b Atom, which is 
built of maple. There is no end of light 
from half a hundred windows, and as 
many incandescent lamps. The arrange- 
ment of the stalls is so that plenty of space 
is given for the hostlers or visitors to pass 
among the animals, without danger of in- 
terference.

Tile drainage of the roof is provided f--r 
by large spouts connected witn a dry well 
iu the yard below. There are many other

TED RY THE HOARD MEMBERS. 


Nineteen members of the board of aider- 
men were in their seats when President ; 
White rapped to order at ei^zlit o'clock. 
Only a small docket was laid before the : 
board and the meeting was the shortest of ■ 
the year. 

A commnnic.it ion was received from 
Charles F. Richardson announcing his 
resignation of the position of chief of 
police on account of ill health. Accom- 
panying this was a communication from 
the mayor, announcing the acceptance of 
the resignation. 

Alderman Whittlesey stated that lie had 
known Chief Richardson in his official 
capacity for some years, and had learned to 
respect him most heartily. lie was the 
most faithful public servant the city had. 
lie was a most etlicient police official, had 
excellent control of his temper, hud the 
afVeotion of the men under him, an l had 
cultivation and intellect far above the 
average of men in similar places. Lie was 
informed that the judges of the Superior 
Court respected and adopted the recom- 
mendations of Chief Richardson more 
than those of any other chief. In conclu- 
sion he moved that the expression of the 
regret of the board be sent to Chief Rich- 
ardson. The motion was seconded by 
Alderman Nagle, and adopted. 

The governor’s Arbor Day proclamation 
was read by the clerk and ordered placed 
on tile. 

A communication was receive 1 from the 
mayor announcing thit lie hil issued an 
order notifying all city employes who de- 
sired to enlist for the w ir with Spain that 
their places would be held open for them. 
Tne order w is ind ir.se 1 by the board, as 
was the mayor’s order providing for the 
disol iy of Li • ii iti > i il c dors on all public 
buildings until tile close of the war.

Fifty 
citizens of Oik Hill were referred to the 
highway committee on petition for tin* im- 
irovemeiit and deepening of Meadow 
Jrook. (Jiorge II. Ellis was referred to 
the s-wer omiii ttee on petition for ai 
sewer in Xorwool avenue. 

Petitions for street lights on Common- I 
wealth avenue and Dudley street were re- j 
ferred to the street light committee. 

A petition was received from the trus- i 
tees of Mt. Benedict cemetery, asking for I 
a permit to make interments in that portion , 
of the cemetery property located in New- 
ton. The petition was referred to the com- 
mittee on cemeteries and public grounds.

Tiie committee, charged with the cousid* 
elation of the petition of city laborers for 
increase of pay to per day reported pro- 
gress. 'i’he new street ordinance was 
again laid on the table. 

Orders were adopted providing for sewer 
construction in ( lurk road, Eliot avenue, 
M iddlesex road, liuuimoud street and Bal- 
lard street. A hearing mus ordered for 
May Hi on taking land for sewer in Ather- 
ton place. Orders were adopted taking 
land for sewer purposes in Clarke road ami 
Eliot uveuue. At lo.iuthe buurd adjourned.

NEW HEADQUARTERS. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT WILL OCCUPY OLD 
PIERCE BUILDING AT WEST NEWTON- 
IMPORTANT CHANGES AND IMPROVE- 
MENTS MAKE IT WELL EQUIPPED FOR 
SUCH PURPOSES. 

After many years of usefulness the police 
station in the rear of City Hall, at West 
Newton, is to he closed next week, and the 
department will occupy its spacious non' 
quarters in the old Pierce school building 
on Washington street. 

For several months the work of remodel- 
ing the latter building has been going on, 
and the close of this week will tind it quite 
completed. In the interior arrangements 
of the structure there have been many im- 
portant changes and alterations. 

It is doubtful if there is abetter equipped 
building, devoted 'entirely to police pur 
poses, in any city of Newton’s size in the 
state. Mayor Cobh has given the matter of 
reconstruction his personal attention, 
under which it progressed rapidly, and 
witli marked success. 

The new police headquarters stands on 
Washington street, east of the West New- 
ton Congregational church, uud is but a 
short distance from City Hall. Leading 
from the front door is a large entrance hull, 
on the right and left sides of M'hich are 
stairways to the second or court room floor. 

In the southwest corner of the first lioor 
is the general office. This is fitted with 
oak, and contains an oak desk, railings uml 
recess for the signal system. A side en- 
trance leads from the street to the general 
office, through which prisoners will be 
brought from the patrol wagon. Adjoin- 
ing are telephone and stationary closets 
and toilet rooms. In the rear is the city 
marshal’s public office*, back of M'hich is a 
smaller one for his private use. 

Beyond is the guard or lounging room 
for use of the patrolmen. This will con- 
tain chairs and tables, and a large desk for 
the roll-call. Lockers for the use of officers 
M’ill he available. The northeast corner of 
the lower door will contain the' cell-room. 
The floors of the latter are constructed of 
concrete andc nrugated iron work. In the 
center are steel cages, w ith a passageway 
on all sides. 

At the rear is a brick structure serving 
both as a passageway and fire escape. 
Prisoners will he taken through this to the 
c >urt room above. Altogether tTere .ire 12 
cells or cages on the street Hour. In the 
southeast corner the ciptaiu of police will 
have his private office. Near this is a 
private entrance for the judge, connected 
by a Might of stairs with the rooms above. 

The second floor will be devoted entirely 
to the municipal court. In the center of 
this il mi* is the court room, M’hich is hand- 
somely constructed of quartered oak. A 
large "desk serves for the judge’s bench, 
while beneath is that of the clerk's. There 
is also u railed space for the bar and press 
representatives. 

There M ill he in addition reserved seats 
for the police department members. The 
witnesses and spectators will be amply pro- 
vided for. Back of the judge’s desk are 
private rooms for the use of the judge uud 
clerk of court. Connected with these are 
the latter's toilet rooms. In tiie southeast 
corner there has beer, built a private room 
for the probation officer. 

In the front portion of tiie lioor is a con- 
sultation room for lawyers. The south* 
west corner contains a Urge public toilet 
room. 

On the third lioor is a large dormitory. 
At present it contains ten beds, yet there 
are provisions for as many more. It is 
connected with hath and toilet rooms. 
Storage rooms have also been constructed 
on this lioor. 

Apartments for the police mu' run and de- 
tention rooms have been built in the east 
front. There is also cell room consisting of 
two cages, and one padded-cell. A private 
way leads from this to the dock. 

in the basement is more cell room, pro- 
vided with two double cages and a padded 
cell. There is also a general store room, 
and a room for coiitiilcuted liquor. Addi- 
tional space has been taken for lockers and ’ 
toilet rooms, with lavatories uud shower 
baths in connection. 

A large gymnasium and drill hall has 
been provided and M ill be used by the : 
patrolmen.

BAPTIST SOCIAL UNION. 


Hon. James F. C. Hyde. 

Hon. James F. ('. IfydO died at Ills home I 
on Centre street, Newton Highlands, at 5 J 
o’clock, Monday afternoon. He had been 
seriously ill for several months, and his 
death was not unexpected. 

No man has occupied a more prominent 
place in the history of Newton, or pus. I 
sessed in a greater degree the respect of .Its | 
inhabitants. During his entire life lie was j 
identified with the development and growth ; 
of Newton, and until his health failed 
there was hardly an enterprise of import- . 
mice in tiie city with which lie was not 
connected. 

He was born In tiie old Hyde homestend, ! 
in wlmt is now Newton Highlands, on 
July 2ti, 1825. His father, James Hyde, 
was a great grandson of one of Newton’s 
early settlers, and his mother was the 
daughter of Norman Clarke, also a promi- 
nent resident of Newton. Mr. Hyde re- 
ceived his education in tho common schools 
of Newton, mid at an early iwe began his 
successful business career. lie was for 
some time associated with his father in the 
nursery business, hut speedily left to enter 
a larger field of usefulness. 

I 11 1843 lie began in tiie real estate, auc- 
tion and insurance line in Newton, later 
opening an office in tiie old Scol lay square 
building. He later removed to a Court 
square, from thence to 111 Milk street, and 
later still to tiie present business place of 
the firm, 31 Milk street. This venture was 
the beginning of one of tiie must extensive 
real estate houses In Boston. With an ex- 
perience of 53 years in the business, Mr. 
Hyde was justly regarded as one of tiie 
pioneers of tiie real estate exchange. 

When a very young man ho began to 
actively interest himself in polices, both 
municipal and state. When only 27 years 
old lie was chosen a selectman of the town 
of Newton, being tiie youngest man to at- 
tain timt honor in the town. He was 
annually reelected to this office for a 
period of IB years, and served several terms 
011 the school committee. He presided at 
most of the annual town meetings from tiie 
time of his election to the selectmen until 
Newton became a city. 

His republicanism dates back over half 
a century. In 185B and 18(K) he served as 
Newton’s representative in the lower 
branch of the legislature. In 1*74 he wus 
one of tho leading advocates of a change 
from a town to a city government, and 
when tiie city charter was accepted by a 
vote he was universally recognized as the 
one man to inaugurate tho new form of 
government. Ho was tiie choice of ull 
parties for first mayor of the city, was 
elected practically unaiiimou>ly the first 
two years. The following year hedeolined 
to accept a renomimition, although urged 
to he again a candidate by a petition large- 
ly sign* d. 

In 1855 he was mimed a justice of tiie 
peace, and later became u trial justice for 
Newton. 

He was one of tiie original trustees of 
tiie Newton cemetery corporation, continu- 
ing as director for more than 20 years: for 
25 years lie served as president of the New- 
ton savings bank; lie was the oldest but 
one of the directors of the John Huncock 
Life Insurance Company of Boston, a di- 
rector of the First National Bank of Bos- 
ton, and a director of the Newton National 
Bank. 

He was one of tiie original trustees of tiie 
Newton Highlands Congregational church, 
and led the way for separating the Newton 
Highlands members of the society from t lie 
old First church at Newton (’♦.•litre. He 
was tiie first president of tiie Boston Con- 
gregational club, and later, on tiie organi- 
zation of tiie Newton Congregational elub, 
w as chosen to lie its first presiding officer. 

Mr. Hyde was also for some time a news- 
paper writer of prominence. In 1847 ho 
represented tiie old Boston Traveler on 
Beacon Hill, and was for many years the 
agricultural editor of the Congregationulist. 
He likewise contributed to various maga- 
zines, and periodicals, writing on agricul- 
tural subjects and problems of municipal 
government. 

Mr. Hyde served for a number of years 
on t he state board of agriculture und for 
four years was president of the Massachu- 
setts horticultural society. 

Dining the stirring days of the war, witli 
tiie late Tlion a - Rice, lie was instrumental 
in raising inn»t of tin* companies which 
went to the front from Newton. 

The work by which he will he most re- 
membered by tiie citizens of Newton wus 
in relation to the building of the circuit 
brunch of the Boston A: Albany railroad. 
Long before others realized tiie practical 
advantages of this plan, Mr. Hyde hud 
seen the future of the south side of the city 
depended 011 the construction of tiie line 
now in operation, and for a long period of 
years lie udvocuted it in the face of seem- 
ingly insurmountable objections, being 
finally successful. 

For years lie was actively interested in 
the development of Newton Highlands, 
and his services to that community and the 
city ut large were several years ago rec- 
ognized in the naming of the Hyde school 
ut Newton Highlands, lie was a leader in 
the orguiihutinn of village improvement 
societies in all parts of the state, but par- 
ticularly in Newton und surrounding 
places.

MANY REQUISITE QUALITIES. 


ADMIRAL LEWIS A. KIMI1KRLKY ANSWERS 
THE QUERY, “WHAT KIND OF MAX 
MAKES THE REST SOLDIER INTER- 
ESTING AND VALUABLE POINTS. 


In the Boston Globe’s symposium last 
Sunday. Admiral Lewis A. Kimberley of 
West Newton replied to the question, 
“What Kind of Man Makes the Best 
Soldier?” with the following article: 

“The qualities that make a good citizen 
make a good soldier or sailor. Mental, 
moral and physical health are essential to 
military and naval usefulness. 1 have ob- 
served that the more good sense and gener- 
al good health a man enjoys the more 
promptly and effectively lie will act in 
times of emergency. 

“The best age for a soldier is between 20 
and 35. He has greater ambition at that 
period, as well as greater energy and more 
disposition to exert himself to li is utmost 
capacity to earn the approval of others. 
He can endure more without going to 
pieces and lie is more plastic and more 
easy of adjustment to a diversity of uses. 

“Some people think a stupid man makes 
a good soldier, but I never have believed it, 
although it may have been true once when 
war was nothing more than a wild colli- 
sion of brute forces. Today the art of war 
is complicated and requires intelligence in 
every part of the great fighting machine 
that an army or a navy lias become. 

“The size of a man is not very important 
in determining liis qualification for mili- 
tary duty. It is well to have a strong, 
sturdy frame, but great height does not add 
to a man’s fitness for uotual rviue, al- 
though it increases his picture, q leness on 
parade. On the other hand loe soldier 
ought not to be undersized. Generally 
speaking, the more nearly lie approaches 
the noruiul in height and weight the more 
desirable lie is us a soldier. 

“As for race, 1 think it lias been well es- 
tablished that tlie Anglo-Saxon is the ideal 
fighter. By Anglo-Saxon 1 mean such a 
mixture of races ns will include the Irish, 
tlie Scotch, tlie Knglish and tlie American. 
By no menus leave out the Irish and tlie 
Scotch. Mixed with the Yankee blond, lie 
proved in the late civil war one of tlie most 
formidable warriors tlie world ever lias 
seen. I believe that the Scotch- American 
ami the Irish- American in the late war 
guve iis a fighting combination that could 
beat at least twice its own number in Latin 
races. 

“The qualities, above all others, that dis- 
tinguish this combination in war are 
loyulty, steady determination ami endur- 
ance, and tho courage that will do anything 
and go utiy where under orders. A man 
may he very brave on occasions, but it is 
tlie rare niuii that is always ready. 

“Whether tlie mull from the city or tlie 
man from tlie country is the better soldier, 
is a question that 1 uni willing to leave to 
somebody else to decide. I think our civil 
war, however, proved that surprisingly ad- 
mirable lighting was done by both, with 
tlie record for endurance leaning to tlie 
side of tlie man from the city.

THE HABITATION TAX. 


The .Springfield Republican lias been 
pulling the report of our legislative com- 
mittee to pieces, anil it finds that its ob- 
jections to the habitation tax, as proposed 
by the taxation committee, are nonsensi- 
cal. The committee reported against this 
tax for these reasons. 

It is clearly a sumptuary law ; it would 
fall especially upon the most deserving 
class in the community ; it would discour- 
age marriage; it would tend to discourage 
residence in Massachusetts; and above all, 
would place an excessive burden upon the 
home, the creation and maintenanue of 
which are of the highest importance to the 
well-being of the community. 

As regard to its being a sumptuary law, 
this objection sounds well, but evidently 
the committee did not know what it meant. 
A sumptuary law is one which is intended 
to restrict the individual in his expendi- 
tures for food, drink or the like. But the 
habitation tux wus not designed to restrict 
expenditures, any more than the tax on 
real estate. 

The committee claim next that the tax 
would fall on “the most deserving class in 
the community,” that is, the class having 
the largest incomes, a rather peculiar as- 
sertion, and the committee probubly did 
not mean to have it inferred that u man 
was deserving in proportion to the size of 
his Income? 

Third, the committee claim that the tax 
“would discourage marriage.” The tux 
only applies to rentals over $400, and it can 
safely be asserted that at least half the 
houses in the state rent for that sum or 
under. But people occupying these do not 
tome under “the more deserving class” 
and we have to consider the case of those 
renting houses over $400. The young man 
with an income of $2500 or so wants to get 
married, und he should not spend more 
than a fifth of his income for rent, or say 
$300. That would render him liable to a 
tax of $10 a year, und the poor thing would 
be so discourage 1 that lie would inform 
the girl of his choice that he coul I uot af- 
loat it, an I become a confirmed bachelor. 
Of course “more deserving” men with 
larger incomes, say $3000 or over, might 
rent houses costing $inoo a year, and that 
would “discourage” them to the amount of 
$60 a year. These “more deserving” 
fellows have evidently very little souls and 
it is fortunate that we huve u legislative 
committee so tender of the people with 
large incomes. 

Possibly there may be valid objections to 
the habitation tax, but if so the committee ; 
has been remarkably successful in avoiding 
them. As they are all intelligent men, one 
is forced to guess ut the real reasons for i 
their report against this tux, which would 
be one step towards taxing those who 14 re 
best able to pay, something which our law- 
makers seem strangely enough to shrink 
from. 


The highway department is puttiug 
Washington street, between the West New- 
ton bridge and the boulevurd, in line shape, 
and this improvement will interest all in 
the city, as this section of the street has j 
been in bad shape fora long time, although 
it sees as much travel as any thoroughfare 
in the city. We ure glad to see the mum ! 
thoroughfares receiving attention, as it is 
upon their condition that Lite reputation of 
Newton's streets depend. Beucon street, 1 
from the Boston line to Newton Centre, is 
another section that is receiving much 
needed repairs, and as we hive no boule- 
vards to build this year, our main streets 
(Hi^lit to be in line order before the season 
is very far advanced. 


Several churches in the suburbs huve 
made ut 1 alignments for the uncom Hindu- 
lion of bicyclers ut their services, und have 
found that a large number are glad to eu 
>*y the benefits. The Church of the (J t >d 
Shepherd in Wubun lias joined in the 
movement, ami bus mude special provision 
lor the care of wheels during morning ser- 
vice, und extends u cordial invitation to uli 
riders to utteud these services. The 
ehurch is pleusuutly located on Beacon 
street, a pleasant morning run from Boston 
or uny of the Newton villages, the service is 
at 10.30, und the church is more attractive 
from being located in a beautiful oouutry 
district. This policy lias proved very suc- 
cessful in reaching many who otherwise 
would not utteud church, in other places, 
notably in Winchester, where a large num- 
ber of wheelmen attend service every 
pleasant Sundg y . • 

Hon. James F. C. Hyde is the second of 
die ex-mayors of Newtou to pass away. He 
will be greatly missed in the city, as he had 
uutilivery recently taken au active part in ail 
that concerned Newton, and his influence 
wus ulways used to forward what lie 
thought would benefit the city. He was u 
gentleman of the old school, und few men 
have commanded more respect, or huve had 
greater influence upon their surroundings. 
In private life, few had wanner or more 


loyal friendu, and I10 was a very gonial and 
entertaining companion. Although one of 
the busiest of men.ho yet found time for the 
cultivation of a hobby, which lie always 
said w as necessary to every man’s linppi- 
ness, and his was gardening, In which he 1 
took great interest, and his success with 1 
early vegetables was the despair of rival j 
amateurs, lie carried into this form of re- 
laxation the same energy and interest that I 
he displayed in his business, which per- 
haps explained his success. By his death 
the city loses one of its most forceful per* • 
sonalities, but his name will always occupy 
a large space in the history of his native 
city. 


The caucuses on Tuesday night were 
very slimly attended, as is usual before au 
extra election. Some of the wards did not 
have enough present for the ofileers of the 
meeting. The candidates mentioned are 
Mr. J.T. Langford. Mr. F. II. Tucker and 
Mr. Reuben Forknnll. Mr. Langford is not 
a candidate and is in favor of Mr. Tucker, 
who is the president of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, and a man of high 
ability and character. The contest in the 
convention will be between him and Mr. 
Forknall, who has served in the city gov- 
ernment before, and is strongly endorsed 
by his section of the ward. 

The house has decided to reconsider its 
refusal to admit an inheritance tax bill, 
and perhaps something may be done in 
this matter. The principle of taxing in- 
heritances has been adopted in many other 
states, and it is a tax that falls on those 
best able to pay It, which somehow seems 
to be an unpopular thing with many of our 
political leaders. 

It Is rumored that the proposed Increase 
in the pay of the city laborers would cost 
the city in the neighborhood of $30,000 a 
year over the rate of wages paid at present. 
The committee of the board of aldermen 
is wrestling with the question, but so far 
they have only been able to report pro- 
gress. 


ON BEACON HILL. 


BUT LITTLE BUSINESS BEFORE THE 

LEGISLATURE— GREAT STATE EXPEN- 
DITURES UNDER CONSIDERATION — 

BEAUTIFYING THE RIVER BANKS— 

NEWTON AND BOSTON’S BOUNDARY 

LINE. 

(Special Legislative Correspondence.) 

Beacon Hill, May 4. 

We have a very peculiar legislature this 
year. I11 any recent year such a thing as 
not having business enough to occupy the 
attention of the house except in the after- 
noon, would have caused a sensation at 
this time of the year, and what would have 
been more surprising still, would have been 
the meeting of the lower branch at one 
o'clock in the afternoon and its adjourn- 
ment at three, because it had finished its 
calendar and had nothing else to do. This 
very thing happened Monday afternoon. 

I asked Speaker Bates tiie same day when 
he proposed to begin morning sessions, and 
he said uot until there was something to do 
in the morning. Two years ago, some time 
during the month of May, Speaker Meyer 
managed after u morning session to break 
through the calendar by dint of assigning 
and tabling a good many of the numbers. 

It was hailed as a remarkable feat, and yet 1 
here we have Speaker Bates finishing the 
, calendar nearly every day. 

I grieve to say it, but there is some evi- 
dence that the reason for this unusual state ; 
of things lies partly In the fact that the ! 
committee on way* and means of the 
house, on which Representative Hayward I 
toils faithfully every day, lias still almost a ! 
larger calendar than the limise itself. The 
committee 011 ways and means is u stand- 
ing committee, which has no limit of time 
for making reports, as it must necessarily 
re hear every :n itter which concerns the 
expenditure of money, whether it comes 
fr mi a joint committee or from the senate. 

It has tiie right to sit during the sessions of 
the house, but of course with conditions as 
they are, its members prefer to sit in the 
morning and then he in the house in the 
afternoon ami take care of the matters 
which they report. The hills now pending 
in the committee involve an expenditure by 
the Commonwealth of $io,noo.ooo, and of 
course they are not going to report them 
until the necessity of such an enormous ex- 
penditure is made very plain indeed. It 
need hardly lie said that the constant asso- 
ciation of the members of this committee 
with one another leads in lime to their 
working as a unit, and the result is that 
the committee is very elective in its work 
upon t lie Hour. When its reports on meas- 
ures from other committees is over, appro- 
priation bills to cover the work of the 
house have to be submitted ; in fact, such 
bills are going in all the time. 1 do not 
think 1 mlntuke in saying that the reason 
for this strange condition of the house 
calendar is due partly, if not entirely, to 
this committee, though I would not have it 
understood that 1 blame the committee, for 
if it does its work carefully, it will save 
mistakes und foolish appropriations in tiie 
house. 

A t'ter careful consideration tiie committee 
voted a few days ago to report favorably 1 
the bill to provide tor the expenditure of I 
$1,000,000 in beautifying the river banks in I 
the metropolitan district, tiie work to he 
done under tiie direction of the metropoli- 
tan park commissioners. This bill was 
very earnestly favored in the hearing 
w inch ttie committee gave, by Representa- 
tive Pickard, as well us by the oilicials of 
tiie various municipalities in the district. 1 

Tiie bill to straighten the boundary line 
between Boston und Newtou lias passed 
the senate without debate, being engrossed 
011 Monday. 

Tin: printed report of the committee on 
taxation, giving the reasons why it decided 
against the various propositions of tiie 
taxation commission, reached the bunds of 
the members on Friday. 1 think it will 
huve to be conceded that Senator Harwood 
has written a very remarkable justification 
I of its action for the committee. He points 
out that so much lime wus necessarily 
. given to the hearings on the reports und 
bills based upon it, that the committee did 
not feel it proper to attempt to originate 
j legislation. The next thing to he done 
should be the introduction in the coming 
I year of bills for new legislation to correct 
any imperfections in tiie present system, 
and then to re-elect Senator liar wood ttiui 
his associates to work ttie problem out. 
With this year’s experience and fund of 
information us u busis, this ought to be 
followed by something satisfactory. Tiie 
J fourteen bills oil which tiie committee re- 
ported were in tiie house calendar ussigued 
I for yesterduy. After u good deal of dis- 
cussion. wiiicli included a particularly line 
speech by Mr. Wushburu of Worcester, the 
bills were all rejected excepting one in re- 
lation to the luxation of legacies und suc- 
cessions, which went over for further dis- 
cussion. The result will very greatly 
lessen tiie length of the session.

I have born studying prison statis- 
tics nnd 1 find the average proportlor 
Is 20 women to 1,000 men. In the ease 
nf the Columbus (O.) penitentiary 
there nre only 28 women to nearly 2.- 
000. At the Western penitentiary in 
this state there are 10 women to every 
1.000 men. Talking with the courteous 
warden of this latter institution a few 
days since. I asked him for his theory 
and got it with readiness. It was with 
a mind made up thnt ho answered. “It 
is largely owing to the leniency of the 
court thnt more women are not con- 
victed.” 

“But.” snid T. "people must be ar- 
raigned before they can be convicted 
and there nre proportionately so few 
women brought to trial. Either they 
do not violate the law ,or they nre 
more clever in covering up their tricks 
nnd this with a cleverness that 
nmounts to talents, and even if thl3 
last be true does there not still remain 
something to bo snid for them from a 
worldly point of view? The Spnrtanj 
taught their youth the sin was not In 
stenlitig, but in being found out, you 
know.” And the warden agreed thnt 
the Spartans were not nil dead yet. or 
at least that their teachings had lived 
after them, but would concede nothing 
to women on the ground of moral! »y 

But let us see about the Iniquity of 
women. In the first place, there nre 
more women than men in the world 
Therefo.e if women nre more Immoral 
than men ought they not to commit at 
least an equal number of crimes? 

But they have not equal opportunity 
They are not in the world ns men are 
therefore nre not so beset by tempta- 
tions, Is the reply. But we may deny 
this since there nre now over 500 oc- 
cupations for women and all crowded 
until there Is scarcely any room, even 
at the top. whereas In 1850 there were 
but 40 employments In which women 
earned a living. 

They are now by the hundreds work- 
ing shoulder to shoulder with men in 
all tho professions nnd a majority of 
the trades. And are they not subject- 
ed to the same temptations? It is 
now quite the exception to find a man 
on the cashier’s stool in stores and 
restaurants, etc., and could there be a 
better card to woman’s honesty, And 
yet It hns been said women are only 
given this place nnd like places of re- 
sponsibility because they can be hired 
for less money. So more the tempta- 
tion to steal then. Tf women are so 
prone to go to such lengths to gratify 
their love for dress, as has been assort 
ed, would they not, unless morally bet- 
ter. be more likely to steal than men 
who are paid a living salary and have 
less provocation? 

But who ever heard of a woman run 
nlng away with funds Intrusted to her 
There Is no such curiosity at the West- 
ern penitentiary at least, though, to 
tell the truth, there is a greater one — 
that of a horse thief! The mention of 
this freak fenilne sugges one more 
"manly pursuit” as free to women as 
to men. Why do not more women 
steal horses? They admire them, and 
surely a stolen horse Is worth as 
much owned or sold to a wo- 
man who would steal as to a man? 

And are not women as clever with 
the pen? Then why not Jane the pen- 
man as well as Jim? Yet how seldom 
we hear of women forging! 

PHpon reports the country over for 
1891-2 show an alarming increase in 
the population of such institutions .but 
3uch statistics do not show a propor- 
tionate increase in crime among wom- 
?n. One of the propelling forces lead- 
ing to criminality upon which the au- 
thorities are quite agreed is "the de- 
sire to live beyond legitimate means."

! tion Grounds, tlio Charles ‘itself and No- 
ruuibega Park, Newton people will 
have little reason to complain that the city 
is too quiet. 

Of late there has been much speculation 
as to the plans of the trustees of tlie New 
Stone Memorial Home foraged couples at 
Upper Falls.

Reception to Chief Tarbox.

Mayor Cobh in his introductory remarks 
complimented the men on their good ap- 
peuranoe, saying lie was glud of the oppor- 
tunity to meet them and presenting t heir 
new chief. He referred to ex-Chief Rich- 
ardson’s illness, and paid a high tribute to 
the latter for his valuable services. 

Chief Tarbox followed, speaking of Mr. 
Richardson’s creditable record and excel- 
lent reputation as chief executive of the 
police department. Chief 'Tarbox an- 
nounced his intention to break up the sale 
of intoxicating liquor In the city. In this 
und all other worK lie asked the co-opera- 
tion ot the members of thv department.

Kennedy, Aldermen White, Nagle, Shut- 
tuck, uud Whittlesey, Coustuble Lultie and 
Lieut. John Ryan. Every speaker referred 
to ex-Chief Richardson, whose name was 
the signal for outbursts of upplutise. 

Later three cheers were given for Chief 
Tarbox and Mayor Cobb.

Tlie Assessors, by oneor more of their number, 
or by one orjmore Assistant Assessors, shall, in 
the munth'of May or June, Jn each year, visit 
every building in their respective cities and 
towns, and after diligent inquiry, make true 
lists containing, ns near ns they can ascertain 
tlie same, the name, age, occupation, and resi- 
dence, on the first day of Muy in the current 
year, and tlieLresnlence on tlie first day of May 
in tlie preceding year of every male person, 
twenty years of age or upwards, residing in 
tlieir respective cities and towns, liable to lie 
assessed for a poll tax ; and shall iuquiie at the 
residences of the women voters whose names 
are contained in the list transmitted to said as- 
sessors hyfthe registrars, according to the pro- 
visions oflsection forty-five of this act, whether 
such women voters are resident thereut, and 
shall thereupon make a list of tlie women voters 
so found hy them. 

TRUST ESTATES. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, nro particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in re- 
lation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hands from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other persons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in delnult of such notice, will be 
held to puy the tax assessed, although such 
estate has been wholly disti United ami paid 
over. 

It. ‘I urns of Property Held for Literary, 
Heuevolent, Charitable, or Scientific 
Purposes. 

In accordance witli the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882, ull persons and corpora- 
tions are hereby required to bring in to tlie As- 
sessors of Newton, on any day from May first to 
the first day of July next, true lists of all real 
ami personal estates held hy such persons and 
corporations respectively for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable, or scientific purposes, on the 
first day of May, 18'.)*, together with statements 
of tlie amount of all receipts und expenditures 
by such persons or corporations for suid pur- 
pose during the year next preceding suid first 
day of May ; such lists and statements to he in 
such detail as may be required hy the tax com- 
missioner. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, but euch resident partner must in- 
clude these items iu his individual return. 
Owners ami agents of Hliips and vessels engaged 
in the foreign carrying trade, are referred to 
Sections 8 and of Chapter 11 of the Public 
Stututes, lor the form of return required to ob- 
tuiu exemption from taxation upon the valua- 
tion of such property. Such returns to lie made 
to tlie Assessors on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of ull his tuxuhle 
personal property will he assessed upon tlie 
valuation thereof, ami any person neglecting to 
furnish tlie Assessors with such list within tlie 
time above specified, will be doomed ut a legal 
meeting ol tlie Hoard of Assessors, agreeuldy to 
tlie laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice Unit statements of 
personul property must heiu writing and sub- 
scribed under outli before one of tlie Assessors, 
on or before tlie fifteenth day of June, und thut 
the personul property of ull tuxuhle persons 
must be estimated hy the Hoard notwithstand- 
ing any verbal statement or informal written 
communication to uny one or more of tho As- 
sessors.— l’uli. Stats., Chap. 11, Sect, ft) und 41, 
When a person lias failed to bring iu a list or 
schedule of all his taxable propoity, in conform- 
ity to this notice, no abatement ot u tux as- 
sessed on personul estate to such person call be 
grunted, "unless such tux exceeds hy inure than 
filty per cent, the amount which would huve 
been assessed to thut person on personul estate 
if lie hud seasonably brought in said list ; uud if 
said tux exceeds hy more than fifty per cent, the 
said amount, the abatement shall he ouly of tlie 
excess ubove tiie said fifty per cuut."

There was a large attendance at the Am- j 
herst— Technology dual track meet on the j 
Riverside recreation grounds last Satur- j 
day. 

The only drawback to the meet was an I 
injury to Mossman, the crack Amherst 
hurdler. In the first heat of the hurdles 
he ruptured a leg muscle. The injury, al- 
though slight, seriously weakened Am- 
herst’s chance to win. 

For Technology, Burch, the sprinter, 
won the most points. lie captured the 
low hurdles in hollow style, winning by 40 
yards. If pressed harder he could have 
bettered ‘JOs for the distance. In addition 
he ran a close race with Gurtenius, the 
Amherst sprinter, in the hundred, being 
barely beaten for first place, and also took 
third in the broad jump. 

Garrett, the well known local half-miler, 
upheld his reputation by beating out Glad- 
win, a fast Amherst man, in tlie half-mile.

The other big point winners for Tech 
were: Wentworth, winner of the high 
hurdles; Dutton, who got second in the 
quarter and third in the low hurdles, and 
Copp, Schmidt and Kimball, place winners 
in the weight throwing events.

Single Tax Club.

Mr. James It. Carret, single tax lawyer, 
statistician and conveyancer, then read a 
very interesting paper on “The Necessity 
of All Men for the Use of tho Earth.” 

Mr. Carret said in part: 

The principles which are symbolized by 
the term “The Single Tax” do not involve 
merely a question of taxation: they repre- 
sent a movement for social and moral re- 
form. Neither are they principles In any 
way strange or unknown, hut simply those 
which follow from the full recognition and 
application of principles that wo already 
profess, as I shall show you later. Nor 
are tlie facts by which we illustrate those 
principles in any way obscure or difficult 
to ascertain : they are simply tho plain and 
familiar facts of our everyday lives. 

Tho vital principle of tlie Single Tax is 
tlie equal right of all men to the use of the 
earth, which is involved in the right of 
everyone to life. Why is the right to the 
use of the earth of vital importance to us? 
What is the earth and what are we? The 
earth is tlie standing place and tho abode 
of man, created by God, who has also put 
us on it ami fixed the limitations of our ex- 
istence. With us human beings, body, 
mind and soul ae inseparably connected 
while we uro on this earth, our bodies, our 
physical existence, being tho basis of our 
mental, moral spiritual life. 

Let us illustrate tlie truth that the tilings 
which satisfy our physical needs are the 
product of the application of labor to laud 
by taking any one of the articles of food 
that may have been set before us for break- 
fast this morning, the dish of oatmeal or 
cracked wheat, the. cup of colfee or tho 
bread. Take tlie cracked wheat for an ex- 
ample. Tho grain was raised by some 
farmer in Minnesota or North Dakota. In 
tlie fall or spring he prepared the ground 
and planted the seed. In late summer or 
early fall when the crop was ripe, he liar- 
vested it and threshed out the grain. Then 
he sold or consigned it to some grain oper- 
ator in a largo city and delivered it at the 
nearest railroad station, carrying it there 
in Ills wagon. There other men took 
charge of it, loaded it upon the cars and 
transported it by rail and by wagon to a 
grain elevator in Minneapolis or St. Paul. 
There other men sorted it according to its 
quality, amt it was put into bins. Then it 
was sold and was carried by other men to 
a mill. There other men worked on it, 
and it was crushed and ground and put up 
in one pound, or two pound or live pound 
packages. Many of these were put into a 
packing case by employes in tlie mill. 
Then other men took this and transported 
it by wagon ami by rail until it reached a 
wholesale house in this city. They sold a 
number of packages to your grocer, and lie 
in turn sold a package to you, and in your 
family again labor was applied t<> it and it 
was final ly served on tlie table this morn- 
ing. 

It was by applying his labor to land that 
tlie farmer raised tlie grain. It was be- 
cause he* and other men had applied their 
labor to laud that lie had a house to live in, 
and food for the support of himself and his 
family while raising li is crop of grain. It 
was because other men had applied their 
labor to land that there existed a highway 
and a railroad by which his grain was 
transported to market; that there was a 
grain elevator to receive ir. bins in which 
it could he placed after sorting, a mill to 
grind it. and other railroads and highways 
by which it could be transported to Boston 
and so to your door. Thus this simple 
article of a* morning dish of oatmeal fol- 
lowed into its remotest ramifications brings 
you into touch with thousands and even 
millions of people, each of whom has con- 
tributed his proportion to the service that 
resulted in tlie food tliut was set before 
you this morning. 

And eacli one of these lives by tlie ma- 
terials which come from laud and by the 
use of land, and can only so live. 'Take 
any occupation whatever or the life of any 
human being, and you will find that ho 
must have land to stand upon, he must live 
by the materials which come from the 
land. So that we can say in brief that the 
use of laud is essential to life. 

That being tlie case, what principle is 
there which governs tlie relations of men 
to each other in respect to land? Are 
some men more entitled to life than others? 
If so, then those who have the superior 
right can not only diminish but take away 
tiie life of others. Men have submitted to 
such claims in barbarous times. Among 
barbarous tribes now existing on the earth, 
undoubtedly such a claim of right is assent- 
ed to, but we have gone beyond that point. 
Reason dictates, our own consciousness 
tells us tliat every mail lias an equal right 
to life with every other man, and that be- 
ing so, eVery man is equally entitled with 
every other man to tlie use of land. 

Tlie right to life necessarily implies tlie 
exclusive light of every man to the things 
which he obtains from tlie eartli by his 
labor, either directly or by exchange with 
any other man. In other words, every 
mail lias an exclusive right to tho product 
of his own labor. 

Now who should tie blamed for this state 
of things. Should we blame tlie rich who 
posess these privileges which enable them 
to live by tiie fruit of other men’s soil? It

Open Air Dog, Show of N. E. Kennel Club. 

The Open Air Show of the New England 
Kennol Club, which takes place on June 
4th, at Braintree, Mass., seems to be an as- 
sured success, Judging from the interest 
which exhibitors arc showing. Many who 
have not recently shown with the New 
England Kennel Club have promised a 
goodly number of dogs. 

Tlie Open Air Show of last year was a 
great success, but it is believed tlqit this 
show will far eclipse the former as it is to 
beheld under A. K. C. rules, and the list 
of judges is a popular one. 

I’erhnns one of tlie most interesting 
features of tlie show to the general public 
will he tlie special prizes. Those which wo 
have prepared at present writing are as 
follows : 

A Sporting Sneeial, which will be a very 
novel event, will consist of a handsome anil 
appropriate prize for a sportsman, offered 
for the best three couple of Beagles, shown 
with master and whip mounted. Hounds 
to count 50 per cent and performance, 
horses and appointments AO per cent. 
Horses must be shown over at least two 
jumps, and the pack will be required to 
show their ability to run a trail. There is 
no charge for entry, and eacli competing 
dog must have been entered in tlie appro- 
priate regular class. Also a Snorting 
Special, same conditions as above, for fox- 
hounds, to lie competed for by packs from 
any recognized limit. 

Another specialty. The Harvard Special, 
will be a $25 silver cup, to he competed for 
by any dog owned by a member or club of 
Hurvard Univei sity. 

A prize is offered for the best sporting 
dog in tlie show ; also one for tlie best non- 
sporting dog in the show. 

The Boston Terrier Club offers along list 
of specials, including a $50 silver cup to be 
competed for at this show, and two other 
succeeding shows. 

Tlie Irish Terrier Club of America has 
offered twelve special prizes of varied 
amounts, to be competed for by members 
of tlie club. 

There are a great many more from 
specialty clubs which we have heard from, 
but which liuve not reached the committee 
in proper form yet and will be annouiiced 
later through tlie press. 

Tlie premium list has 102 regular classes. 

Tlie following breeds have been given 
novice, limited and open classes, with all 
classes divided according to sex : 

Cocker Spaniels, Bulldogs, Bull Terriers, 
Beagles, Fox Terriers, both smooth and 
wire haired, Irish Terriers and Boston 
Terriers. 

The three last breeds have puppy classes. 

The following breeds have novice, 
limited and open classes, with the sex un- 
divided : 

Rough-coated St. Bernards. American 
Foxhounds, Pointers, English. Irish and 
Gordon Setters, Collies, Poodles, Dach- 
shunds, Scottish Terriers. 

All other popular breeds have open class 
with sex divided. 

In making tlie above classification, the 
committee lias been governed by entries of 
exhibitors in former shows; and in some 
instances, if tlie classification seems too 
general, it is because experience lias shown 
that lack of entries makes it evidently use- 
less to be more specific. 

Any exhibitor who will send a check for 
$(> to the committee, covering three entries, 
and requesting any class to be opened, his 
request will be most cheerfully complied 
with ; and should tlie class till, this guaran- 
tee will be returned to him. 

The New England Kennel Club offers a 
cup for a kennel of four dogs in all classes. 
There is no charge for entry, and each com- 
peting dog must have been entered iii the 
appropriate regular class. 

In all classes which warrant it, a winner’s 
ribbon will be given. 

James Mortimer will judge all terriers 
except Boston Terriers. Bulldogs, Daclr- 
sh n mis.

Old Landmark Gone. 

Piles of rubbish and discolored brick sur- 
rounded by tlie half demolished foundation 
walls, tell the story of tiie tearing down of 
a building which once laid claim to more 
than ordinary distinction as a landmark 
and historical figure in Newton. 

For over 200 years there stood until this 
week, a large wooden dwelling on Wash- 
ington street just east of the lire engine 
house at Newton. Though never tlie home 
of George Washington or his family, it has 
sheltered many u warrior. Heroes of 
every war since the Revolution have slept 
beneath its roof. 

Standing on this site for these two cen- 
turies it lias witnessed tlie march of pro; 
gress in Newton. Within a short distance 
of its windows liuve been enucted many 
stirring scenes, und events of important 
record liuve tuken place within the wulls. 

Tlie work of dismantling tlie structure 
has occupied ubout a week. During thut 
time scores have watched tlie operations. 
Some of them idlers, some but curious 
passers by und others in search of antiqui- 
ties. These latter have not been disap- 
pointed us several army buttons and an- 
cient coins have been unearthed. A bone 
power-horn bearing the date of 1 7ia> wus 
found concealed within tlie floors between 
tlie first und second stories Tlie horn is 
curved w itli a scroll in tlie form of an 

I eagle und shield together w itli a puuuuiit, 
tlie lutter beuriug tlie nume "J. Farrell” 
with the letters "T. P. U. and C. H." It is 
in the jiossession of Engineer Frank Jud- 
kins of steamer 1. 

Tlie old house itself was recently pur- 
I chased by Mr. II. G. Chesley, from Mr. 
George \V. Bridges. 

It w us better know n as tiie Hall estate, 
having been in the possession of thut fami- 
ly for over 4<> years, in 1815 it wus pur- 
chased by Mr. George Hull, father of Mr. 
George \V. Hull of Elmwood street. At 
thut time it formed u portion of tlie Hust- 
ings cstute, w hich was perhups tiie largest 
in tiie city. Tlie Hastings family were 
prominently identified with the history of 
New ton, and were well know n for their 
purt in tlie Revolutionary War. In thut 
portion of tlie building which afterwards 
was used for u parlor, was tlie first store ill 
this purl of tlie city. In this room Futiier 
Ballou, Father Streeter, and Futiier Mur- 
ray, leaders of tlie Univei sulist fuitli, 
prcuclicd ut different times to congrega- 
tions made up of residents of Newton und 
tiie surrounding towns 

W'lieu in tlie possession of Mr. Hull, it 
formed u purt of un estate, which included 
in&tiy hundred ueres. Mr. Hull conducted 
a cattle iikmgliter lug business, and w as a 
representative and highly esteemed citizen. 
He died in 1855. The death of his w ife oc- 
curred some live years later, .ut which time 
tlie farm wus solu und the property, includ 
ing this house, passed into several bauds. 

The exuct date of the building of tiie 
original house is not known yet there can 
lie no doubt but w hat it lias stood for 200 
years. In 18.'t4 Mr. Hall built a good-sized 
I addition. Thu difference in construction 
of this und the old portion of tiie building 
w as tl tl ted by the wuiknien w hile remov- 
ing the woodwork. 

Mr. George Hall of Elmwood street, who 
was able to furnish information about the 
old building to u Graphic representative, 
is tlie best informed regarding the old 
building’s history, of uuy resident of New- 
ton. lie remembers u great uiuny incidents 
and fuels, which ure of extreme interest to 
students of the city’s history. 

Uufoi tuuately a glass w indow on which

was written the names of many members 
of the original Hastings’ family, was de- 
stroyed when the building was partially 
burned some mouths ago. It is thought 
that at that time other things were lost, 
that might have been of some assistance in 
tracing the facts about tlie structure. 

In connection with the removal of tills 
famous landmark, a handsome tree on tlie 
adjoining lot, had to he sacrificed. This 
tree was planted by Mr. George \V. Hall, 
<w years ago. and nourished up to date, be- 
ing admired as one of the tallest and hand- 
somest In this part of the city. 

Its height is not now known, but meas- 
ured two feet from the ground it is nine 
nnd one-half feet in circumference.

BRIDGE BUILDING. 

Newton people have had a valuable 
lesson in the art of bridge building. It 
was supposed before the separation of 
grade crossings began that the way to 
build a bridge was to go ahead and build it, 
that it was a rather simple affair, and a 
few weeks or months were all that was 
neeessary to have the bridge completed. 

But in that opinion we only displayed 
our ignorance. Building a modern bridge 
is a very serious matter and takes more 
time than to build a first-class battle ship. 
There evidently is “a strategic board” to 
be consulted, and as the builders can not 
cut the cable and get away from it, as 
Dewey did, they have to await the action 
of this board, whether it is located in the 
office of the bridge company or at the Bos- 
ton & Albany headquarters. 

A year or more ago, a start was made on 
the Centre and Washington street bridges, 
and the people felt encouraged. After six 
months or so, the two or three men em- 
ployed managed to get a wooden planking 
across, and half of each bridge was opened. 
In two or three months more the men were 
overtaken by cold weather and disappeared, 
presumably because like some animals they 
hibernate during the winter. The warm 
weather of .March db*l not bring them out. 
but along nbout the middle of April they 
appeared again, laid concrete over half of 
each bridge, and have again disappeared, 
taking their tools with them, and one half 
of each bridge is still closed. 

It is not definitely known whether the 
responsibility for the delay is with the 
Bridge company or the railroad company. 
Some say that the railroad company wants 
to delay us long as possible the running of 
the West End cars into Nonautum square, 
and that this explains the Fabian policy. 
Others say that the Bridge company is at 
fault, as it has a great many contracts, and 
puts in a few days here and a few days 
there, to keep e«rery one satisfied.

Tlio Assessors, by one or more of tliolr number, 
or by one or more Assistant Assessors, shall, in 
the month or May or June, in encli year, visit 
every building in their respective cities nnd 
towns, m il alter diligent inquiry, make true 
lists containing, ns nenr ns they can ascertain 
tiie same, the name, age, occupation, nnd resi- 
dence, on the llrst day of May in tiie current 
year, and tliet,rcHi(lcuce on tho first day of May 
in tlio preceding year of every male person, 
twenty years of;ngo or upwards, residing in 
their respective cities and towns, liable to bo 
assessed for a poll tax ; nnd shall inquiie nt tiie 
residences of the women voters whose names 
are contained in the list transmitted to said as- 
sessors hy{the registrars, according to the pro- 
visions offsectiou forty-five of this act, whether 
such women ^voters arc resident thereat, and 
shall thereupon ninkc a list of the women voters 
so found by them. 

TKUST'ESTATES. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, nre particularly requested 
to furnish tiie Assessors with statements in re- 
lation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or lmve changed 
hands from other causes, tiie Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other persons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; nnd Jn default of such notice, will ho 
held to) pay the tax assessed, although such 
estate lias been wholly dlsti United and paid 
over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Scientific 
Purposes. 

In accordance witli the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882, all persons ami corpora- 
tions are hereby required to bring in to tiie As- 
sessors of Newton, on any day from May first to 
the tirst.'day of July next, true lists of all real 
and personal estates held hy such persons and 
corporations respectively for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable, or scientific purposes, on the 
first day of May, 1898, together with statements 
of tiie amount of all receipts and expenditures 
by such] persons or corporations lor said pur- 
pose during tiie year next preceding said first 
day of;May ; such lists and statements to lie in 
such detail as may ho required hy the tax com- 
missioner. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping nud business income are not taxable 
to a firm, hut each resident partner must in- 
clude those items in ills individual return. 
Owners und.ngents of ships and vessels engaged 
in the foreign carrying trade, arc referred to 
Sections 8 and 9 of Chapter It of tlio Public 
Statutes, lor the form of return required to ob- 
tain exemption from taxation upon tiie valua- 
tion of siicli property. Such returns to he made 
to tlio Assessois on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all liis taxable 
personal property will lie assessed upon the 
valuation thereof, and any person neglecting to 
furnish tlio Assessors with such list within tiie 
time abovu specified, w ill he doomed at a legal 
meeting ol tliu Board of Assessors, agreeably to 
tiie laws of this Common wealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must lie m writing and sub- 
scribed under oath before one of tiie Assessors, 
on or before the fifteenth day of June, and that 
the persoiiui property of ull tuxable persons 
must he estimated hy tiie Board notwithstand- 
ing uuy verbal statement or informal written 
communication to any ono or more of tiie As- 
sessors.— Pub. Stats., Chap. 11, Sect. 89 and 41. 
When u person has failed to bring in a list or 
schedule of all liis taxable propei ty, in conform- 
ity to this notice, no abatement or a tax as- 
sessed on persoiiui estate to such person cun be 
granted, "unless such tux exceeds by more than 
fifty per cent, tiie amount which would have 
been assessed to tliut person on personal estate 
if lie had seasonably brought in said list ; und if 
said tax exceeds by more than fifty per cent, tiie 
said amount, the almtumunt shall be only of tiie 
excess above the suid fifty per cent."— Public 
Statutes, Chuptcr 11, Section 73.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


Grant Allen's new novel, “The Incident- 
al Bishop,” is not one of his “Hill Top” 
novels, but It is a very interesting one 
nevertheless. It has a rather ingenious 
plot, und it opens effectively with an ac- 
count of a raid on a South Sea island by 
one of those vessels of the “labor trade” 
which have supplanted tho slaver. A 
young missionary who comes out to pro- 
test is shot and taken aboard the ship, 
where he afterward dies. Soon afterward 
a British gunboat overhauls the "John 
Wesley,” and the unfortunate cargo of 
"labor” is thrown overboard, even as in 
the good old slaving days. The captain 
and crew take to the boats, after trying to 
blow up the ship, and when tho British 
hoard her they find no one on board but a 
young Canadian who had shipped in ignor- 
ance of the piratical nature ol the business, 
and who during the chase had put on the 
eccei.trie costume of the dead missionary 
as a disguise. He Is insensible and badly 
injured by the explosion, and when he 
comes to he finds that it 1ms been taken for 
granted that he is not Tom Pringle, but 
Bev. Cecil Gtisson. He is taken to Sydney 
and as the story of his brave resistance to 
the slavers gets abroad, he becomes the 
lion of the hour. The disguise which the 
sailor lmd adopted in a desperate moment 
to save his neck, und with the intention of 
throwing it off as soon as he reached shore, 
clings to him. Love follows, and then pro- 
motion in the church of which he lias 
never been ordained a priest. The chain 
grows tighter every day, and the incidental 
bishop remains a bishop to the end of his 
days, thereby endangering the holy orders 
of the English church. A little of the au- 
thor's uiiti-ciericul spirit is introduced, 
even if this is not a hill-top novel, in the 
satirical discussion of this point. The 
story is well told, except that there is too 
great a gap between the first and second 
parts, and that the reader does not become 
interested in the "20 years after” people 
Published by I). Appleton & Co. 

"Crusoe’s Island” (D. Appleton Com- 
pany, New York) is a delightful book by 
Frederick A. Ober. It is primarily a book 
of useful information, imparted to the 
reader in the form of adventure. It begins 
by telling you that the island where Robin- 
son Crusoe lived is not, as commonly sup- 
posed, Juan Fernandez, but Tobago, off the 
Venezuelan coast. To prove it the new 
Crusoe makes a voyage with the captain of 
a vessel, who takes him to Tobago and 
lands him there. On Tobago, the hero, 
who is an educated young man, lives a wild 
life, sees wonderful animals, trees and 
fruitsand describes them. The inhabitants 
interest him, and he relates their eccentric 
history. While he sticks to facts all the 
time, he makes his narrative almost as 
fascinating us the famous romance of 
Defoe. 

"The Lake of Wine," by Bernard J. 
Capes, is tho story of Robert Untie, who 
lost his fortune through gambling. Chang- 
ing his name to Tuke, he settles on an es- 
tute provided for just such an emergency. 
A bund of cutthroats surround the estate. 
Their former captain once stole a precious 
stone called "The Lake of Wine,” which 
the robbers think is hidden in Tuke’s 
house. Hence they make life miserable for 
Tuke. After many strange adventures the 
stone is found in the skull of tho dead rob- 
ber chief. Me had used it for a glass eye. 
Tuke gets it finally, then marries a beauti- 
ful girl, having first exterminated the rob- 
bers.

OF NHWTOX TUI’ STICKS. 

Members of tho Massachusetts library | 
club visited Newton yesterday as the guests j 
of the trustees of Newton free library, j 
More than 2nn members of the club, includ- 
ing librarians ami library officials from 
nearly every city in the state were present. 

The morning session was opened at the 
parlors of Channlng church at 10.30 with 
an address of wolcmieliy Pres. E. B. Has- 
kell of the board of trustees of Newton 
library. 

The principal speaker was Rev. Francis 
B. Hornbrook. who delivered an address 
on, “What a Town II is a Right to Expect 
From Its Library.” A general discussion 
followed. At 1 o'clock luncheon was 
served In Eliot hall. Thu several hours 
following were spent in inspecting the ar- 
ranuenients of the Newton library. 

The afternoon session was opened by a 
discussion on "Booksellers and Librari- 
ans,” W. B. Clarke and Gardner M. Jones 
making tho preliminary remarks. 

Resolutions were adopted expressive of 
the loss of the cluli in tho death of John IS. 
Hayes, who was librarian of the Somerville 
library. 

President Chandler presented XV. B. 
Clarke, who, in speaking on tho subject of 
booksellers, said that it was seldom that a 
librarian became a bookseller, but quite 
often a bookseller did become a librarian. 
He gave some idea of the changes In the 
book trade in the last 23 or 30 years. In 
concluding Mr. Clarke offered some sugges- 
tions to insure a uniform form for the use 
of litraries in ordering books, to avoid con- 
fusion. 

Gardner M. Jones, who spoke on libra- 
rians, said he saw no reason why the busi- 
ness intercourse of booksellers and librari- 
ans should not be pleasant. it was better 
for a librarian to deal, so far as possible, 
with one bookseller. 

After Mr. Jones’ remarks, an opportuni- 
ty was given to tile members to ask ques- 
tions. Remarks were made by Charles C. 
Smile, XV. L. Barrell, William C. Lane, 
librarian of Harvard, and others.

The 
Church couldn’t have made a better selec- 
tion. I thought you should have been the 
choice when Brooks was chosen.”

M ILL I1K OCCUPIED BY THE TWO BANKS 
NEXT MONDAY— CONTAINS ALL TUB 
LATEST SAFETY APPLIANCES AND CON- 
VENIENCES. INCLUDING THE HOLMES 
SYSTEM OF ELECTRIC PROTECTION. 


Tito handsome building erected by the 
Newton National and the Newton Savings 
Bank Is now completed and tomorrow the 
two corporations will move in. 

The building is a model of its kind, anti 
has been built in the most thorough man- 
ner, all the latest devices for securing 
absolute safety for bank funds huving been 
secured. The outside has a granite foun- 
dation, with cream colored brick and terra 
cotta trimmings for the upper stores, and 
from its commanding position is the most 
noticeable building in Newton. It is 
divided into two sections by a heavy brick 
M all, the easterly portion being owned by 
the Newton National Bank, and the 
westerly by the Newton Savings Bank. 

The entrances are on tiie north side and 
are three in number, one for the Savings 
Bank, one for the stairway leading to the 
upper story and one for the National 
Bank. They are all set in under a wide 
arch, so that they are sheltered from the 
weather. 

The Savings Bank quarters are entered 
through massive mahogany doors, with 
elaborate iron grill work protecting them; 
these open on a vestibule and another pair 
of doors open into the banking rooms. 
The space for the public is some 18x30 
feet, which will give amide room for de- 
positors. The floor is lain in mosaic, and 
like all the floors on the first story is lire 
proof. The walls are tinted a light olive 
green, and have a handsome cornice and 
wide mahogany molding, and t he space for 
the officers ami clerks is divided off by a 
heavy mahogany railing surmounted by a 
tail bronze metal grill work, with the requis- 
ite openings for depositors. Heavy plute 
glass line the different openings, and those 
for the reception of deposits are protected 
by plate glass behind the grill work. All 
tiie desks and woodwork in the room are 
of mahogany. In front is the trustees 


room, fitted up with table and chairs of 
mahogany, and the regular bankers turkey 
red carnet. 

The hours in the new bank will be from 
9 to 3, except on Saturdays, when the bank 
will close at 1 o’clock. 

The safe is a marvel of ingenuity, and 
intending burglars would have to drill 
through about u foot of solid steel. The 
outer door opens by a combination lock, 
and the inner one by a time lock, and both 
are ponderous affairs, with the latest safety 
locks. Then there Is the day gate inside of 
these, of heavy bronzed steel bars. The 
vault is sufficiently spacious for all the 
needs of the bank for the years to come, 
and is fitted up with all conveniences for 
the liling of documents and papers. Above 
this is another vault, readied by a winding 
stairway, for the storage of old account 
and bank books, and oilier documents not 
in use. Back of tiie vault is the toilet room, 
through which a door connects with the 
National Bank. All. though tiie Savings 
Bank is an elaborate system of electric 
buttons, both for the hand and foot, con- 
necting with tiie other bank and with the 
police station. Two fireplaces help to 
ventilate tiie room, one white marble In the 
public part, and one of mahogany with a 
gas back-log, behind the railing. 

The National Bank portion of tiie build- 
ing is about of the same dimensions, with 
its own entrance, and here ullTTfc wood- 
work is of antique oak. There are cages 
of hea\y brass gri I work, for tiie teller and 
bookkeeper, in addition to the grill work 
over the counter, which city banks have 
adopted as a farther precaution against 
day-time burglars. The vault is of the 
same elaborate pattern as the one in the 
Savings bank, and has a compartment 
fitted up with safety deposit boxes of all 
sizes, for the use of the publie. The 
Holmes system of protection has been put 
in to the safes, whereby any attempt to 
open the safes automatically rings an alarm 
in the Police station .S> delicate is it that 
the applieut on of even a penknife or a pin 
to the safe door will call the police. There 
are also two coupon compartments, In the 
1 banking room, shut off from the envious 
! public, where bondholders can sit at a 
j desk and cut off their coupons at leasure. 

There is a spacious desk for the cashier 
j ami plenty of room for clerks, outside of 
the cages. 

' In the easterly end is tiie directors room, 
fitted up with oak. tiie handsome oaken 
i table as ulso the mahogany table in tiie 
trustees room of tiie Savings bank, being 


made and given by Mr. Henry F. Boss, the 
contractor for tiie building. 

Over the two doors leading to the direc- 
tors room are stained glass portraits, one of 
Mr. Joseph N. Bacon and the other of Mr. 
William Jackson, former presidents of 
the bank. 

The National Bank has a spacious base- 
ment, with a large storage vault and two 
strong rooms, which will be needed as the 
demand for storage of valuables in 
parcels, boxes and trunks increases 
with the growth of the city. Double fire 
proof doors shut off the rear passageway 
between the two banks, and there are 
heavy steel doors betw een the two vaults, 
which could be opened in case the locks of 
the outer doors of either vault got out of 
order. 

Above the banking rooms are fourteen 
rooms of good size, furnished in antique 
oak. and most «»f which have connecting 
doors, which will be leased for otfiees. 

The building is heated by hot water, 
both direct and indirect radiation being 
used, and each bank has its separate 
plant. Both gas and electricity are used 
for lighting. 

It will be something of a change from the 
old aud rather primitive building that has 
bet*n occupied for so many years, and 
which was long ago outgrown, so that 
work had to be done at a great disadvant- 
age. But the management M-as conserva- 
tive and waited until they were abundantly 
able to change to more modern quarters. 

The architect of the building was Mr. 
Wm. Gibbons Preston, and tiie builder Mr. 
Henry F. Boss of Newton, John Farquhar's 
sons did the roof tile work, Hewitt & 
Thomas of Newton the plumbing and 
A. B. Franklin Co. of Boston famished 
the heutiug apparatus. The fire proof 
vaults M ere put in by the Mosler >afe Co. 
The Winslow Bros. Co. of Chicago did the 
grill work for the Savings Bank, and the 
Snead Co. of Louisville that of the 
National Bank. The marble work was 
• lone by Bowker A: Torrey of Boston, the 
tile work by the Boston Mosaic Co., electric 
work by C. \V Richards, gas fixtures Mo- 
Keonej ft Waterbary, M. II. H;i--e of 
Newton furnished the window shade-, and 
J- M. Briggs did tiie painting. Simpson 
Bros, of Newton did tiie granolithic work, 
and the furniture was built by tiie Henry F. 
Boss Co., Mellish. By field Co. aud 

others.

John Buckley petitioned for right to con- 
struct a two-tenement house, corner Eliot 
and Mechanic streets.

The sewer committee reported favorable 
to sewer construction in Norwood avenue. 
Ward ('»; recommending appropriation of 
$700 for settlement with Newton cemetery 
corporation; recommending leave to with- 
draw on petitions for sewers in Cedar 
street. Commonwealth avenue, and off 
Langley road. 

The committee on street railways re- 
ported recommending leave to withdraw on 
petition of Newton As Boston street rail- 
way company for second track on Walnut 
street, between Mill and Homer streets; 
relative to petition of Wellesley it Boston 
street railway company for crossover in 
Xonnntum square. 

The select committee on death of Hon. J. 
F. C. Hyde presented resolutions which 
were unanimously adopted. 

In regard to the construction of sewers 
on Fallow Ilill, Newton, the sewer com- 
mittee reported favorably, and its report 
was accepted. , 

A communication was received from the 
building commissioner notifying the board 
that James Ford had asked permission to 
construct a building for o dices, stores and 
tenements, corner of Lexington street and 
Commonwealth avenue, Auburndale. 

Alderman Hunt moved that this permis- 
sion be granted Mr. Ford. 

Alderman Knowlton said the petition 
was an old one. it was an effort to evade 
the ordinances. It hud been before other j 
city governments, and the last time it was 
grunted under certain conditions which j 
Mr. Ford did not see lit to accept. The i 
matter of building construction on the j 
new boulevard was brought to the board’s 
attention, and it was thought best to frame 
an ordinance that might govern the cost of 
buildings on the new thoroughfare. Such 
a junction of streets, where it was proposed 
to locate the building, is destined to be a 
principal square. If the ordinance which 
was adopted hud any application whatever 
it was right there. If unwise, it should lie 
rescinded altogether. A year ago Mr. 
Ford, in applying for this permission to 
the board, presented a petition signed by 
many Auburndale residents who were will- 
ing lie should build tlie building, provided 
a blacksmith shop, owned by Mr. Fold, on 
an adjoining lot was removed. Mr. Ford 
has now permission to erect that building, 
providing lie removes the blacksmith shop. 

Alderman Hunt thought it unwise to 
“tack on" such conditions as those. The 
building Mr. Ford would erect would he of 
first class style, and a favorable addition to 
the buildings in that part of the city. He 
saw no reason why the permit shuuid nut 
go through. 

Alderman Bailey, who was a member of 
the license committee lust year, recalled li is I 
experience in iuvestizatiug the same mat- 
ter at that time. There are seventeen 
members of the board, said the alderman, 
who were not with us last year w hen the 
mutter came up, and they should be per- 
fect^ conversant w ith the facts before tak- 
ing >ucb action. The blacksmith shop Mr. 
Ford would probably never remove unless 
compelled m this way. If lie was unwill- 
ing to concede anything to the city, the city 
should show him no special favor as the 
granting of this petition without any like 
provision would be. 

The matter was referred to the license 
committee. 


| REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE ON WAGES 
OF COMMON LABORER*. 

The select committee, consisting of a 
: member from each ward, to which was re- 
ferred Hie petition of ex-Mayor J. Wesley 
Kimhull, ex-Mayor Henry K. Bothfeld, ex- 
( ouneilniaii Mitchell Wing, William II. 
Baker, Esq , twenty-live city laborers and j 
othei ■*, in all two hundred and nine citi- 
zens, for the increase of the wages of the I 
common laborers of the city to two dollars I 
! per da\ , alter a cureful consideration of the 
. -.line, herewith submits its report as fol- 
lows: 

1 The prayer of the petition is in those 
words : 

“We, the undersigned citizens and tux- 
payers of the city of Newton, would re- 
spectfully represent that the w ages of the 
common laborers working for the city shall I 
lx- increased to the sum ot two dollars 
<$2.»>o' per day, the same as is paid iu i 
neighboring cities of the Coiuiiioiiwealtli." 

In the opinion of the select committee, j 
its lir.-t duty w as to ascertain the exact I 
scope of the petition, t he classes of labor- 
ers to which it was applicable, their num- 
ber and present wage.-, ami the increased j 
burden that a granting of the petition 
would impose upon the city. 

In respect of the classes of laborers to 
which tlu- petition was applicable, these 
quest huts arose : 

1. Was the petition applicable to com- 
mon laborers, who, being unable to do a 
full day's work, were still kept in the em- 
ploy ol the city at the rate of $1.1X1,81.23 
and $l.fto per day out of recognition for 
prior laithlul service .' 

2. Was it applicable to the street depart- 
ment, highway ami sewer division, ami t he 
water department, or to the street depart- 
ment, highway division alone .' 

3. Was it applicable to a common labor- 
er, able bodied, receiving $1.30 per day. 

Did it contemplate a raising of the 
wages of teamsters, single teams) from 
$2.oo, <tbe existing rate) to $2.23, ami of 
teamsters (double teams) from $2.23 <tbe 
existing ruteq to 82.30? 

The committee found no ditliculty iu

With reference to question (3i, whether 
tile petition applies to common laborers, 
able-bodied, receiving per day, the 

committee experienced more difficulty, 
i'liis class of laborers is wholly in the 
street department, sewer division. It is 
composed largely, if not chiefly ot Italian -, 
ami, it not lulling into the same class a> 
tire $1. 73 per day laborers, still constitutes 
a class of common laborers, uml fulls with- 
in the letter, if not the spirit, of the peti- 


tion. So flinch so, that, in tho opinion of 
the committee, it would be wholly nniust, 
if the wages of such class wore loft nt $1.30 
nor da), while the wages of other common 
laborers now receiving $1.73 per day were 
increased to $2.00. 

As regards question (I), the committee be- 
lieves that it would not b« practicable to 
undertake to Increase the wages of the 
$1.73 men to $ 2 .oo without making a corre- 
sponding Increase of the wages »»f the $2. no 
men to $2 23. ami those of tho $2.23 men to 
>2 30 . Tho $ 2.00 and $2.23 men, like the 
$1.73 men, are common laborers, but re- 
ceive more on account <<f the extra service 
that they render to t he city. They are 
teamsters, and are paid $2.00 and $2.23 ac- 
cordingly as they nave charge of one or 
two horses. They are employed in the 
street department, highway division, and 
in the water department, but not in t lie 
street department, sewer division. They 
also have somewhat more regular employ- 
ment than the $1.73 men, not being laid off 
oil account <*f the weather, or because of 
(lie season of tho year, though taking care 
of their horses on Sundays and holidays 
without pay. They would undoubtedly 
feel it an injustice, if the $1.73 men wore 
to receive an advance of 23 cents per day, 
w hile they received none. The committee, 
therefore, has assumed that a 'granting of 
the petition would necessitate a raising of 
their wages to $2.23 ami $2.30 respectively. 

Having tints established the evident 
scope of the petition, the committee pro- 
ceeded to an estimate of the probable extra 
cost of the granting thereof to the city. 

There was the difficulty which always at- 
taches to the measurement of a fluctuating 
body, but, after a series of most careful 
tests, the commitU e arrived at the follow- 
ing results witli little or no hesitation, be- 
lieving tlie same to be founded upon a most 
conservative basis ami an understatement 
rather than an overstatement of fact.

This estimate indicates tlie additional 
cost, not the actual cost, and is applicable 
to routine work as distinguished from 
special work. On the basis of the above' 
figures, the total animal cost for routine 
work would be $175,743. Tlie com- 
mittee have little doubt that this estimate 
would be exceeded. 

The petition gives as the chief ground for 
its prayer tlie following: 

“ Die number of days the said laborers 
are employed are dependent upon tlie 
weather and tlie work to do. So that 
real I v work is to be had only about two- 
thirds of the time, or say 200 days iu a 
year, yielding an income of about $4()(> 
per year, with which to support himself 
and family.” 

That is to say, at $2 00 per day. it being 
the assumption by tlie witnesses on behalf 
of the laborers, who appeared before tlie 
committee, that a laborer in tlie employ of 
tlie city would obtain little or no work for 
the days that he was laid off. In order to 
test the accuracy of the above statement, 
tlie committee lias hud tlie rolls of the 
street department, highway and sewer 
divisions, and water department for 1W>7 
examined in respect of the wages of an 
average laborer, with tlie following results:

It would uppeur, therefore, that, even at 
the rate of $1.73 pur day, tlie average com- 
mon laborer, except, in the case of the 
water department, (where tlie force is very 
light, and the work somewhat intermittent), 
would receive a sum in considerable excess 
of Slot) per year. 

The committee lias ulso hud prepared a 
list of tlie registered common laborers of 
the city us follows:

It may here be added that no laborer is 
entitled to registration under the civil ser- 
vice rules who is not uoltizeu of thu United 
state-, that is, who lias not resided in this 
country for at least live years), or who lias 
m»t lived in tlie Commonwealth for one 
year, and iu tlie oity for six months. 
Married men are given a preference over 
unmarried men. uud veterans of tlie lute 
war a preference over ull others. The 
registrar of laborers estimates that the 
services of more than three quarters of tlie 
laborers certified, but not employed, and of 
those neither ortilisd 11 «r employe I, on 
; occasion, would be available to the city, 
and that tlie list of registered laborers 
would Ite much augmented, were it to be- 
come tlie common belief, tbut there was 
any opening in the oity departments. Thus, 

; under any circumstances, there are a large 
| number w uitiug to be employed by the city 
; at present rates. These are ull citizens, and 
entitled to tlie same consideration from the 
city as its present employes. 

Hue of the petitioners suggested at the 
bar that the salaries paid to Lite mayor, 
treasurer, auditor uml city clerk were 
larger than those paid to the same officers 
1 in other cities, while the scale of wages of 
laborers was less. He drew from this tlie 
coUOlUsioli that tile scale of wages of labor- 
ers iu Newton ought to be increased, al- 
1 though It wiiii equally open to him upon tho 
lacts to infer tliut the salaries of the city 
officers ought to be reduced. Tim commit- 
t"", however, is chary of comparisons. 
Each municipality differs iu important re- 
speots from every other municipality, and 
1 no one is a lit criterion for another. Thus. 
\\ u thuui pays $1 $0 to its laborers, and 
Boston $ 2 . 00 , uud vet there bus been uo 
, noticeable exodus of luborers from Hie city 
, either to Wuithuni or Boston. Newton 
pays substantially as much to its laborers 
u-* u majority of the other cities of tlie Com- 
liionweulth, and moie tliuu live of them, 
w hile nearly all the present city laborers 
have been 111 tlie employ of the city for u 
series of years. Some cities employ con- 
tract labor more tliuu others; some cities 


require little ot no sewer help; the duties of 
' tlie same officer are not always tlie same in 
all; the population and work to do vary 
greatly ; and a thousand and one other dir- 
rerences that only too readily suggest tliem- 
1 selves. Each ease, therefore, is to be taken 
I by itself. 

| The committee, however, believes it im- 
! portuut that (lie city should treat its labor- 
ers fairly. it does not believe that tlie city 
should attempt to drive the hardest bargain 
1 it can, or refuse to pay a living rate of 
! w ages. On the other hand, tho city should 
! net with discretion, treating all its laborers 
! —those In its employ, and those not, im- 
1 partially, and having care fur tlie Interests 
of the people as a whole rather than of anv 
part thereof. To do ibis, the city authori- 
ties cun not entirely dis.egard the market 
price of labor. If they me not to get labor 
at tin' cheapest rate for wliieli it is offered 
by citizens, all of whom are entitled to bid 
for work, and complain of any discrimina- 
tion, they yet can not wholly shut their 
eyes to the facts, and pay a price far in ex- 
cess of such rate. To do so would he a 
violation of their plain obligations, nml of 
the oaths that they have taken to manage 
the affairs of tlie city efficiently and pru- 
dently, as those ol a private corporation. 
And the committee is further of theopinlon 
that the rates which are at present paid can 
not under existing circumstances he materi- 
ally exceeded without Injustice to tlie tax- 
payers of tlie oity, ami a substantial reduc- 
tion of the amount of municipal work, as 
compared with that of contract work. In 
fact, it is generally understood, that certain 
of the contractors ot tlie city are among 
tin 1 most strenuous advocates of the present 
petition. Even at present, in tlie matter of 
price, they have a distinct advantage over 
tlie city in the employment of non citizens 
as well as citizens, at a less rate, and in the 
insistence upon a in hour instead of a It 
hour day. This advantage, of course, 
would become still more marked, if the 
present petition were successful. 

Again, at tlie present time tlie finances of 
the city are in no condition to beat* any 
avoidable extra burden. The debt limit is 
already practically exhausted, ami the tax 
rate amounts to $K».20 on the $1,000. A 
change may occur at some time in the 
future, but the urgent need of tlie hour is 
economy. 

The committee has come to its present 
conclusions with reluctance, but still with 
confidence. If it hud only its feelings to 
consult, it would cheerfully recommend the 
immediate granting of tlie petition, hut, in 
light of all tho circumstances, it (irmly be- 
lieves such action at this time to be in- 
opportune, and therefore is comuelled to 
recommend to the board, that tlie petition* 
ers be given leave to withdraw, 

Alderman Baily explained that the re- 
port was that of a majority of committee 
members. There was one disseutihg vote, 
ami absentee. 

A motion to lay the report on the table 
was made, but not put to vote. 

Alderman Briston presented bis minority 
report in which was stated briefly that in 
his opinion able-bodied laborers of tlie $1.73 
class should be paid $2. 

a motion t<> lay tins also on tlie table was 
made, but not voted uroil 

Alderman Briston then asked permission 
of tlie chair to interrogate Alderman Bully. 

Tlie request being granted he proceeded. 

Alderman Bristol!— Was that report 
framed at a committee meeting? 

Alderman Baily— It was presented by a 
member of tlie committee. This gentleman 
was a member of the sub-committee ap- 
pointed to prepare the luures. After it 
had been taken up, section by section, and 
thoroughly considered from end to end. the 
majority of the committee saw lit to udopt 
it. 

Alderman Bri*ton then inquired of tlie 
chairman of tlie special committee, mean- 
ing Alderman Baily, if lie could tell 
whether tlie report adopted by the commit- 
tee was tliut of uii individual, and also if 
there were doubts us to tlie ucuuurcy of tlie 
figures. 

Alderman Baily did not see tit to answer 
these quentions direor, feeling that no ex- 
planation wu* necessary. 

Alderman Bristol) inqu rel if tlie report 
had been framed in the full committee. 

Alderman Bailey said that when tlie 
committee had lirst met three men ap- 
peared, one a luhorer, die other two busi- 
ness men. and asked for a hearing. They 
wereullnwrfd »o present their c I'O.an I after 
hearing tills tlie committee thought tlie 
best plan was to appoint a sub-committee 
to ascertain all facts. This Mib committee 
was composed of Aldermen Dana. Nagle, 
and Briston. Having hud tlie facts pre- 
sented to them by tlie sub-committee, tlie 
members of thu whole committee at tlie 
second meeting considered details, and then 
voted to adopt the present report. Asa 
matter of purlimentury procedure lie con- 
sidered it perfectly proper that tlie com- 
mittee should take this action if it saw lit. 
Having adopted this report of one member, 
the matter becomes the property of tlie 
committee, and is a majority report. 

Alderman Briston said he differed with 
Alderman Baily iu regard to those men 
who appeared at tlie special committee 
hearing. < >ne of these was a business man, 
and the other a laborer. As totheuccurncy 
of tlie figures he was still iu doubt, lie 
then questioned Alderman Baily on s«yne 
points regarding several statements made 
iu tlie report. 

After further discussion on tho subject, 
tlie reports were placed on tile, and tlie 
committee discharged. 

UNFINISHED III SINEWS. 

Tlie first matter that came up for consid- 
eration under tlie head of 1111 liuislied busi- 
ness was the report <*f tlie license commit- 
tee on petition of J. il. McAdams for per- 
mission. to move a building in Ward 3. 

Alderman Ivy moved us an amendment 
to tlie committee’s report, that McAdams 
be granted tlie permission. He had investi- 
gated tlie matter, looked over the proposed 
site of the building, and found that it com- 
pared favorably with other buildings iu 
that locality, lie thought the old building 
would lie put iu first-class condition by Mc- 
Adams after it lutd been removed. 

Aidertuan Whittlesey, chairman of tlie 
license committee, endorsed Alderman Ivy 
in li is position. 

Alderman Lotlirop was opposed to the 
removal <>f tlie building. Hu did not think 
it a desirable addition to tlie neighborhood 
iu winch it would lie pluced. lie umter- 
| stood it did not c'o*t McAdams anything, 
i Alderman Ivy stated the i'auts concern- 
j iug McAdams’ purchase of the building 
I which he thought should lie properly 
I understood. 

i Alderman Dana said if the assessor could 
i manage to unpraise tlie building sutlicieut- 
| 1 v, to place the assessment at $K>00, he 
thought their Alone)’ well earned. If ever 
there was a trap Iu the city this was one. 
He thought the best interest of tho city 
would be served if the building was left iu 
! its present location. 

j Alderman Hunt said lie hud conversed

i providing be would expend .$inoo on it, 
| after il bad been placed- on tlie foundation.

Mr. \N hittlfwov whs anxious to have Mr. 
McAdams called upon. 

Alderman Ovy wanted the matter settled 
once and for all. lie went on to state the 
condition «>f the hon.se at present which 
had been hired by a tenant, who was will- 
ing to pay SIS a month. Mr. Tvy consid- 
ered that properly expended would 

make the house equal to any in the locality 
in which it was proposed to put It. 

After further disonsslon regarding the 
$looo provision, and utter listening to Mr. 
McAdams’ plans, a vote was taken on the 
question of granting Mr. McAdams' per- 
mit. There were 7 yeas, 0 nays, Jt absentees 
and 1 vacancy. 

The report of the committee on ordi- 
nances relative to amending ordinances re- 
garding width of streets, was the subject 
of a somewhat extended discnssion, opened 
and conducted almost solely by Alderman 
Lyman. 

After the alderman had taken some time 
explaining his point. Alderman Ivy rose to 
a point of order, raying that aconrdina to 
parliamentary ruling the speaker's remarks 
were not in order. 

President White was not of this opinion, 
and considered Aldermaa Lyman in order. 

Alderman Ivy appealed from the decision 
of the chair, but this the president would 
not consider. Then Alderman Ivy ap- 
pealed from the decision of the chair on 
this second point. After a vote, the first 
ruling of the president was sustained, and 
Alderman Lymnn continued. 

At the conclusion of the debate the re- 
port of the committee was accepted. 

'The finance committee's report on the ex- 
penditure of $2o(i4.74 dog tax was laid over 
for another meeting. 

"THAT OK A TWO A MI) OXK-IIAI.F CENT 
ATTORNEY.” 

This is what Alderman Ivy was pleased 
to call the majority report of the special 
committee, charged with the consideration 
of the matter of laborer’s salaries. 

When the consideration of this matter 
came up for a second time Alderman Ivy 
moved that it be taken from the table, and 
referred with the original petition to a 
special committee of three, to be appointed 
by the president. .Further that said com- 
mittee of three should confer with the 
mayor, heads of the departments and the 
city solicitor. 

Alderman Dana objected to this plan sav- 
ing lie saw no occasion for such action. It 
had been considered by a special commit- 
tee, and fully presented. 

Alderman Lothrop moved as an amend- 
ment to Alderman Ivy’s motion that the re- 
port of the committee he accepted. 

Alderman Ivy, armed with voluminous 
statistics, made a long plea in behalf of the 
laborers who desired increase. He read the 
list of a number of cities where the popula- 
tion was less and the wealth per capita less, 
yet the laborers received $2 per day. 

lie sooke rather critically of the special 
committee on classified labor. The prin- 
cipal desire of the members of this commit- 
tee was to agree with the mayor. 

Alderman Dana suggested at this point 
that the committee would have been very 
glad of Alderman Ivy’s services, but that 
gentleman had declined. 

Mr. Ivy continued — His remarks did not 
deal directly with the majority report, but 
he dwelt on the fact that the city could 
well afford the increase, and told what 
benefit would accrue to the laborers. Of 
course it would be to the best interest of 
the city. 

Alderman Ivy said he did not care three 
cents whether bis plan was adopted or 
not, though he knew it to be to the best in- 
terest of the city. If the city didn’t care to 
accept the best and most economical plan it 
did not matter to him. 

Alderman Nagle suggested if lie (Alder- 
man Ivy) felt thui way about it lie had no 
right to occupy the chair of an alderman. 

Continuing Alderman Ivy said: "What 
is the report of tiie select committee? It is 
a two and one halt cent attorney’s report 
or criticism of a matter which deserves 
great consideration and is of importance to 
the city.” 

Alderman Dana— I should like to ask the 
alderman what value he places on the ser- 
vices of the attorney who was just speak- 
ing? Which does he value higher his work 
or mine? 

Alderman Ivy in answer said he left the 
matter to his clients. 

Alderman Lothrop at the conclusion of 
Alderman Ivy’s extended remarks said he 
lmd listened to the committee’s report, and 
considered it the best he had ever heard. 
He further urged its adoption. 

Alderman Daily also hoped it would be 
adopted. He thought the highest compli 
ment that could tie paid to it was the irrele- 
vant remarks which the Ward 1 alderman 
hud found it necessary to make, 

Alderman Bristou wanted the matter 
laid over until next meeting under tlm 
charter. This the .chair thought out of 
order us the charter provision in this direc- 
tion covered only orders. 

A vote was then taken and Alderman 
Ivy’s motion was voted down, a large ma- 
jority sustaining the select committee’s ma- 
jority report.

Long before the majority of Newton’s 
citizens were thoroughly awake or hnd I 
finished their breakfasts last Monday morn- I 
ing, Co. <\ filh reut. M. V. M., was on Its 
way to Eastern Point, Gloucester, where it | 
is now encamped with tiie third battalion 
on a tour of eight days putrid duty. 

'Pilose residents of the city, who were up 
and dressed when the oommand took Its 
departure, had evidently forgotton there 
were any hostilities between this country 
and Spain, for instead of displaying the 
least enthusiasm, they stood rubbing their 
eyes, and wondering what it all meant. 

"Not much like the days of v.i,” re- 
marked an old veteran, who was watching 
Intently the movements of the boys in bine. 

“Why,” said he, “It may not mean any- 
thing, and it may mean everything, at any 
rate Newton people don’t know. When l 
was a boy,” ho continued, "every company 
that went from here was cheered time and 
time again, before it left the station.” 

If tiie company members felt any disap- 
pointment at the absence of their friends 
at the depot or the lack of any patriotic 
demonstration on the part of tiie citizens, 
they did not mention it. <tti the contrary 
they were in tiie best of spirits, and de- 
spite the inclement weather, and other dis- 
advantages showed themselves in line con- 
dition, and prepared to represent Newton 
in a manner that could not fail to reliect 
credit upon themselves and the Garden 
City. 

Ir every Massachusetts city is able to 
offer to the service of tiie country ns sound 
a company in streugh of numbers, mind 
and body, and possessed of equal military 
knowledge and discipline, there can lie no 
doubt but wlmt the old Day state will fur- 
nish a quota of which everyone of its in- 
habitants may feel justly proud. 

After waiting throe weeks, during which 
time everything' was in perfect readiness, 
it was not until early lust week that orders 
were received by Capt. Springer authoriz- 
ing him to prepare to enter camp at Glou- 
cester on the ltitli. Having made all neces- 
sary preparations there was nothing to be 
done but to notify the members. 

Little thinking future developments of 
the week would prove of esnecial import- 
ance to them they were taken greatly by 
surprise last Saturday morning, when Col. 
Whitney issued a command from the camp 
at Gloucester, ordering Co. C to transport 
all overcoats, knapsacks, canteens, rations, 
ammunition, and mess-kits to South Fram- 
ingham. Without any hesitation tiie com- 
mand was promptly executed, mi I before 
six hours hud passed .Limit. Daley had 
placed at Gcu'l Dalton’s disposal all the 
company’s possessions, save the uniforms, 
caps and rifles. 

Gen’l Dalton complimented tiie officers 
of Co. C for the alacrity with which the 
orders were carried out. and characterized 
it as a first class exhibition of true military 
discipline. 

These articles were taken for use of the 
8th regiment which has been ordered 
south. Of course Co. C luis had all these 
articles restored, but being deprived of an 
overcoat in such weather as Monday's, and 
more so in Gloucester, where east winds 
reign supreme, was a bit uncomfortable, 
though perhaps a good taste of military 
life. 

In justice to tiie flth regiment, it may be 
said that tiie treatment it lias received since 
there was any talk of calling upon Massa- 
chusetts militia, is scarcely what might 
havelbeen expected. Though, everything 
considered, it is just wlmt should be ex- 
pected under present conditions. 

EARLY .MORNING .PREPARATIONS. 

It required no military call on tiie lire 
alarm bells to bring sixty members of Co. 
<J to their posts of duty at the armory last 
Monday morning. Before the bauds of the 
clock had met ut (i.:«l, Cupt. Springer, his 
lieutenants, the non-coms, and every pri- 
vate was busy at work in tiie armory look- 
ing over ritles, brushing uniforms, and 
finishing the work of packing the large 
canto chests in which were carried those 
articles generally stored in the knapsacks.

The roll was called, after which the rifles 
were inspected by Lieut. Daley. 

At tills time Capt. Springer gave his 
men some good advice and suggestions, 
which, if carried out, will prove valuable 
when on duty. He cautioned them to take 
the best care of themselves ami to perform 
all tilings required .of them faithfully. At 
the close of his remarks, the order, 
"forward march” was given, and tiie com- 
mand left the building. Fussing over the 
Centre place bridge, it arrived at the sta- 
tion at a o’clock. Begardless of what 
might have been expected, there was no 
applause, no show of tiie slightest appre- 
ciation or support mi the part of the few 
who were gathered on tiie platform when 
the company formed in line, in fact only 
those few whose work calls them in regu- 
larly on the 8.02 train were present, and 
th is small representation did nothing but 
look from one to anotlier in an apathetic 
manner, and ask questions. When the *.02 
train rolled into the statiou the passengers 
rubbed the steam off the window panes, 
and looked out to inquire the cause of an 
unusually crowded platform. No ouo 
offered to cheer, no one appeared eveu sur- 
prised. in fact it seemed as though events 
were taking their common course, ami timt 
individuals who were not affected, felt it 
only proper they should mind tlieir own 
business. 

WHAT THE ROYS ARE DOING. 

The detail ut Gloucester with the third 
buttulion, takes tiie place of the summer 
muster at South Framingham. Their 
duties consist chiefly of coast patrol ser- 
vice, which means largely being ‘‘on guard” 
a greuter purt of the time.

Thu first two compuuies are 
at Plum Island und Dock port respectively, 
while our boys hold the fort at Kusleni 
Point. It is safe to su.v that theirs ure as 
fully comfortable quarters as the other 
compuuies. while the umouut of work und 
drilling is by no meaus less.

E. Hogan. The author, win* is interested 
In the development of the new science of 
Psycholog}’, busied herself with collecting 
authenie records of spontaneous mind de- 
velopment. The cliilil studied was allowed 
to grow up as much as possible as his own 
nature prompted. He learned to count and 
to write as nature taught him, and almost 
from infancy he drew tilings lie saw with a 
pencil or cut them out of paper. The arti- 
cle is full of amusement, and is, besides, an 
important addition to thu science of bring- 
ing up children.

NO INCREASE THIS YEAR. 


The report of the special committee, to 
whom was referred the petition for an in- 
crease in the pay of city laborers to $2 a 
day, is such an Interesting document, that 
we give it in full. Were a graded system of 
payment adopted, we believe that it would 
be an excellent thing, and would place 
Newton among the progressive cities of the 
shite. As we pay higher salaries to all city 
officials than other cities of our size, and 
even higher than cities that have a much 
larger population, it would seem to be only 
fair to carry the same principle down 
through the scale, and not make the day 
laborers the only exception. Newton is 
just as expensive a city for them to live In, 
as it is for the salaried officials. 

But the committee had practical difllcul* 
ties to meet, the most important one being 
that the city has reached the Ilmjit of its 
borrowing capacity, and taxes are as high 
as it Is safe to make them. 

The committee found upon consideration 
that the cost of the increase for routine 
work would be $21,74'.*, and if any extra 
work was done, as is generally the case, 
this figure would be increased by several 
thousand, and the same might be expected 
to approach $30,000 a year, as we stated 
some weeks ago. 

The report is as interesting for what it 
does not say as for what it does, and the 
recommendation that the petitioners be 
given leawj to withdraw’ will be a great dis- 
appointment to them. 

Boiled down, the chief reason appears to 
be that us the debt limit is practically ex- 
hausted, the city can not afford to bear 
“any avoidable extra burden.” We are 
glad to see that the aldermen recognize that 
we have been living at an extravagant rate, 
and that there is now the most urgent need 
of economy. We hope they will remember 
this when any extravagant schemes come 
up, atul are urged on the ground that they 
will cost only a few hundred or a few 
thousand dollars. Perhaps a good begin- 
ning could be made, by the aldermen agree- 
ing to close their sessions in lime to go 
home by the cars, as we understand that 
the regular appropriation of $'«00 for car- 
riage bile has been exhausted already, al- 
though not half of the year has gone by. 

Mu. Wihtxky appears to have more 
representatives in the House than either 
tl.e state or the people of the state. 
Whether this is the result of the labors of 
the lobby, or giutitude for past favors, or 
a lively sense of favors to come, it is cer- 
tajnly rather mysterious. Mr. Myers stood 
for the people ami worked zealously to 
protect their interests, but the Whitney in- 
fluence was too strong for him, and lie 
could not even secure a roll-call. It re- 
culls the pipe line scumlal of HOO, and has 
some features that are even worse. Evi- 
dently Lawson and Whitney are now 
united uudas Mr. Howell of Lowell said 
“Everything is lovely und the goose honks 
high.” Mr. Row ell was the only member 
of the committee on manufactures who 
stood out uguints the Whitney influence, 
and he was invited “to go downtown and 
talk over the mutter.” The committee on 
manufactures, to whom thegus business was 
referred, was said to be a Whitney com- 
mittee from the start, and the reference 
w as strongly opposed, and as the events 
prove, with good reason. Mr. Rowell gave 
some illuminating figures about It >slon gas. 
Before the udvent of Addicks the total 
capitul of the Roslon gas companies wus 
$4, 5P0, (100, but in the pust ten years this lias 
been increased by £|ou,imm),ouo, ami the 
people of course are expected to pay the 
bills. By the bill presented by the com- 
mittee on manufactures, Mr. Whitney's 
company is exempted from tlieluw to regu- 
late gas companies and the effort to regu- 
late the Boston gas scandal fails. Mr 
Whitney evidently bus more influence than 
all tile people of the state put together, and 
as one of the enthusiasts of the committee 
on manufactures, Mr. Huntress of Somer- 
ville, said in his upology for the sub- 
servience of tire committee. “The time 
will come, when he (Mr. Whitney) has 
passed away, when the people of Boston 
will rulse a testimonial to him us the great* 
est muii who ever lived in their midst.” 
Could the most devoted follower of Quuy 
in Pennsylvania say more thuu this?

—Beginning Saturday night, May 14th, 
and continuing until further notice, the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company will in- 
stitute a night car service for Watertown 
and Newton. This ear will leave Harvard 
Square for Watertown and Nonuutum 
square at 1,2,3,4,5 a. m., returning from 
Nonantum square at 12.30, 1.30, 2.30,3.30, 
4.30 a. m., connecting at Harvard square 
with the night car for Boston, thus ren- 
dering a valuable service to the citizens of 
Watertown and Newton. 

—Three new depot carriages have been 
placed in service this week by Mr. George 
Bush, the livery stable keeper. They are 
of the most modern pattern and finely up- 
holstered, being in every way especially 
adapted for this purpose. Mr. Bush has 
added to his live stock by the purchase of a 
very handsome pair of black horses stand- 
ing l<i hands high and weighing 2,200 
pounds. A pair of bays recently arrived 
and have been placed on the road this 
week. 

—'fhe poles of the street railway on 
Washington street are set so near the inner 
track that serious accidents are possible, 
now that the open ear season has arrived.

—.lohn Costa, a Somerville fruit pedler, 
was thrown from his wagon at the corner 
of Bellevue street and Newtouvilie uveuue 
about io.i5 o'clock yesterday uiorniug, uud 
badly injured. The team was coming down 
Newtouvilie avenue at a rapid gait, when 
at the junction of Bellevue street, suddenly 
overturned, throwing out the driver und 
the contents of the wagon. Costa was 
severely cut about the head und face. He 
was attended by Dr. Carroll and later re- 
turned to his homo. A large quantity of 
fruit wus distributed about the street and 
considerably damaged.

FATAL CANOE I hip.

Eugene R. Knapp, Jr. 2* years old, of 
Denconlield Terrace, Brookline, was 
drowned ill the Charles River near River- 
side yesterday afternoon, while canoeing 
with Miss Adams of Jamaica Plain to 
whom he was engaged. 

Tlie uccident happened shortly after 4 
o’clock, near the Riverside recreation 
grounds. From all accounts the canoe w'as 
upset by the wind, which came in great 
gusts. Mr. Knapp held Miss Adams up 
until help arrived, lint sank while she was 
being taken Into another canoe, which had 
put out to their rescue, and did not rise 
again. 

Mr. Knapp was nn expert canoeist and a 
good swimmer, uud his friends tli ink he 
must have been exhausted by his efforts to 
save Miss Adams. He was a very popular 
young man, and the sad accident has 
caused great sorrow among n large circle of 
friends. Sergt. Purcell and a squad of 
New ton police officers, having been notified 
by telephone, were soon on the scene and 
began grappling for the body of Knapp. 
It was found near the Newton side of the 
river, about 7.:to. 

Miss Adams was taken to the Woodland 
PurR hotel, completely prostrated, and her 
father, Clms. II. Adams, of ft41 Centre 
street, Jamaica Plain, sent for . 8!ie 
could give no account of the accident save 
that Mr Knapp remarked as a heavy squall 
struck the canoe, “Tlmt was a strong one” 
and the canoe immediately overturned. 
Miss Adams was late in the evening taken 
to her home. 

Mr. Knapp was a son of Eugene R. 
Knapp, tlie well known real estate dealer, 
and was a member of the Young Men’s Re 
publican Club, the All Saints’ Parish Club 
and tlie Brookline Sw'imming Club. 

The funeral arrangements have not yet 
been made, but the funeral will probably 
be from All Saints’ Church of which he 
was a member. 

Tlie heroism of the young man, who 
made no attempt to save himself, but de- 
voted himself to tlie rescue of the young 
lady, deserves the highest praise. His 
father is at present in Seattle on business. 

Mr. Scheckels of the Wabewawa Club, 
who was in a canoe with a lady, and 
another gentleman, name not given, res- 
cued the young lady. 

When Mr. Knapp’s body was found, the 
position was such, that it was evident that 
he had been seized with cramps, and could 
not help himself. The affair w as the more 
sail, as the day was tlie anniversary of the 
engagement of the young people. 

The Planet Yesta. 

Vesta is the brightest though not tlie 
largest of tlie little planets or asteroids be- 
tween Mars and Jupiter. Its diameter is 
243 miles, rather more than the length of 
Massachusetts, This month it is opposite 
the sun and so at its brightest. This year 
it is at its nearest point to tlie sun. and tlie 
earth is now about at its farthest from tlie 
sun, so Yesta is much nearer and appears 
brighter to us limn for several years past 
ami to come, it is just visible to naked 
eye. 

At 8.30 p. in. in southeast, are tlie two 
bright stars Alpha and Beta of Libra, Beta 
at tlie left and the higher. Above them is 
Mu of Virgo, nearly as bright, making a 
nearlv equilateral triangle. About mid- 
way from Betato Mu is Delta not so bright. 
Above Delta and left of Mu is Iff nearly as 
bright as Delta making another similar but 
snmllar triangle The planet Vesta is 
above Delta, and will cross the line Deltr- 
l(i just above its middle point about May 
19 or 20, moving slowly toward Mu. Two 
or three nights observation with an opera- 
glass will slow its motion and prove it is 
not a tixed star. E. G. C. 


The Newton Cemetery Ponds. 

A peculiar claim for damages has just 
been settled by the city of Newton, which 
involves the payment of $700 to the New- 
ton cemetery corporation. 

For a number of years one of the chief 
natural beauties of the cemetery 1ms been 
the number of natural lakes fed by springs 
which are scattered through the grounds. 
A year ago the city begun the construction 
of sewers through the streets hounding tlie 
cemetery, ami with tho completion of tlie 
under drains, which were built with tlie 
sewers, the ponds began to dry up. 

During the dry part of la>t summer and 
fall the lakes were almost dry, and the in- 
dications point t<> a complete stoppage of 
the natural supply of water. 

The cemetery trustees have luld the mat- 
ter before the city government, setting 
forth tlmt tlie beauty of certain portions of 
the property lias been almost completely 
destroyed uud the sule of lots near the poud 
stopped. 

In order to avoid a suit the city has de- 
cided to pay the trustees the sum of >7'". 
and in addition w ill keep the lakes tilled 
with water from the city supply.

Many among the sight-seers carried Hags 
while others showed their patriotic feel- 
ings by v earing the national colors in the 
form of neckties, badges and even hat-rib- 
bons Bicycles too were made to look at- 
tractive with similar decorations. 

There was no end of enthusiasm, and 
the speakers were frequently interrupted 
by storms of applause. On the buildings 
about the square were draped the stars and 
stripes while red, white ami blue bunting 
was displayed in liberal quantities. 

A stand erected in front of the pole for 
the speakers’ use was beautified with taste- 
ful festoons of flags, while tin* same figures 
of ornature, made the lemonade booth look 
particularly handsome. 

This latter feature contributed by the 
local storekeepers, seemed to be unusually 
popular. Here free lemonade was served 
to all those who would but ask fur it. As 
can he readily imagined there were many 
thirsty ones. 

Tlie exercises began shortly after 40’clock 
and lasted for about 30 minutes. The 
streets were lined by Indies long before 
this time however, and all available stand- 
ing room was filled within an eighth of a 
mile. 

The opening number c insisted of n se- 
lection by the High school band, after 
which Alderman Nagle, to whose untiring 
efforts the success of the affair is largely 
due, presented Rev. Mr. Button, pastor of 
the Central Congregational church. Bev. 
Mr. Button offered prayer. He was fol- 
lowed by Mayor Cobb. The Mayor told of 
the regret that was felt by the city govern- 
ment members when it was found necessary 
to remove the staff from Newtonville square 
in 1M Hi. Of course it was made imperative 
by the Washington street widening im- 
provement. The city. fathers were there- 
fore much pleased to be able at this time to 
replace the staff, and also present to the 
citizens of Newtonville the handsome Hag 
to Hy from the top. 

In the days of ’ill there were two classes, 
the friends and the enemies of old glory. 
Mothers and sisters wutched the departure 
of husbands and brothers with willing sac- 
rifice. Misers unloosened their fingers and 
gave up gold to tight the cause of old glory. 
Todav there are no divisions. AU are pre- 
pared to lay down their lives for its de- 
fence. and all are prepared tQ make every 
sacrifice for tills Common cause. 

The Mayor then gave the High school 
boys some excellent advice concerning the 
respect due the national emblem. He cau- 
tioned the boys uot to allow one of their 
number to desecrate the tiag, whether in 
fun or earnest. This they should regard 
as sacied as the symbol of the cruciAxtion. 
The Mayor referred briefly to present 1ms- 
tilities, and spoke of the noble message the 
tiag of the Unite i states bore to all parts of 
the world. 

At the close of his remarks the Mayor 
took the cord, and as the chorus of school 
children under Mr. Walton’s direction, 
were singing t he chorus of the “Star Span- 
gled Banner” he pulled the rope, and the 
flag was Hung to the breeze with an uu 
usual outburst of cheers and hand-clap- 
ping. 

Tliis followe 1 by an address by City So- 
licitor Slocum. Mr. Slocum called for 
three clieprs for the Hag, ami his request 
was no sooner uttered than it met with a 
hearty response. When the crowd had fin- 
ished Mr. Slojum spoke ot his pride 
at being an American citizen. Continuing 
he spoke of the significance ofthestars and 
strips, and why the Hag was deserving of 
every one’s highest honor'.

After the battle of Mobile bay lie was or- 
dered to tlie frigate Colorado, Hagship of 
tlie European squadron, ami remained 
there until 1800. lie became a commander 
on July 25 of that year. He next took 
charge of tlie receiving ship New York, 
where he remained until 1870. In 1872 lie 
was made commander of tlie new ironclad 
Canonieus in the north Atlantic service. 
Oct. 3, 1874, he was placed ill uliarge of tlie 
Monongahela and in 1870 was made captain 
of the Omaha, the Hagship of tlie southern 
Pacific squadron. 

He had seen 32 years’ continuous sea ser 
vice in 1878, when lie was attached to tlie 
navy yard in New York, where he re- 
mained six years. 

He was made a commodore Nov. 27, 1884, 
and was in command of tlie Boston navy 
yard until 1880. He was appointed rear ad - 
miral July 20, 1887. He was then selected 
to command tlie Pacific squadron, aud in 
March, 188‘J, was lying at anchor in tlie 
harbor of Apia during tlie Stunoan troub- 
les with Germany, when tlie terrific torna- 
do which swept tlie islands came up. Tlie 
U. ,S. S. Vandal ia was lost in that storm. 
The British man-of-war Calliope was the 
only vessel that really escaped injury, be- 
cause she happened to have a full head of 
steam up uml lied from the harbor. 

In 18 '.ki Admiral Kimberly was made 
president of tlie naval board of survey, 
which position he held for two years un- 
til lie was retired. At that time lie was 
the senior officer of tlie navy.

Newton Jefferson Club. 

A special meeting was held Wednesday 
evening, at the old Congregational church, 
Washington street, Nt wtonville, for tlte’ 
consideration of tlte Single Tax. 

Mr. C. B. Filiebrown of Newtotn 
treasurer of tho Massachusetts Single Tax 
League, spoke upon the subject of Natural 
Taxation, and its effect upon production 
and wages. There was a good attendance 
of the club and the meeting was prolonged 
by tlte liveliest kind of discussion of the 
pros and cons of tlte subject. 

Dt his summing up the speaker urged 
upon every member of the Jefferson Club 
to rend, by way of educating themselves in 
tlte principles of Thomas Jefferson, Mr. 
Thomas (J. Shearman's book Natural Taxa- 
tion, the clearest fountain to which tlte stu- 
dent can go for the figuring out of the ap- 
plication of Henry George’s principles, es- 
pecially in reference to the social effects of 
the Single Tax. 

Tho adoption of a natural, intelligent, 
and scientific system of taxation would 
bring about a just distribution of wealth, 
would give a perpetual stimulus to industry 
and production, would greatly increase 
wages, would increase tho profits of capi- 
tal, would give a security to property now 
unknown, would encourage manufactures, 
commerce, und agriculture, and would in- 
cidentally solve many social problems 
which under uresent conditions seem al- 
most insoluble. It must surely be evident, 
without argument, that when all taxes are 
concentrated upon ground rents alone, and 
when every piece of land is estimated for 
assessment at the amount for whicli it could 
be rented for present use. the tax constant- 
ly increasing, in exact proportion to any in- 
crease in tlie rental value of tin* land, it 
would generally lie impossible to hold any 
land out of use for the purpose of specula- 
tion. 

Under such a system till land would be 
made useful, up to its full capacity. The 
possession of land would necessitate the 
constant employment of labor in its use 
and development ; and till who were unable 
or unwilling to use land to the best advant- 
age of tlie community would abandon it to 
those who were both willing und able. 
But this is only one of tlie many stimulants 
to production which are involved in re- 
formed taxation. Think of tlie many other 
encouragements which industry would re- 
ceive. Money und credit free from till 
taxes, would crowd into tlie industrial lield. 
Factories, mills, furnaces, foundries, work- 
shops. stores, offices, machinery, tools, in- 
struments of production in every conceiva- 
ble form, would all be free from taxes. 
The farmers’ barns, crops, plows, tools and 
implements, his horses, cattle, sheep, ma- 
terials and products of every kind would 
be free of tax. His land could be drained, 
stubbed, subsoiied and improved to tlie 
highest point, without adding a dollar to 
his taxes. 

Using tlie term wages as including all 
forms of compensation for personal labor, 
it should seem clear that tlie great increase 
in production which would thus be brought 
about must greatly increase tlie demand for 
labor, and would therefore produce a gen- 
eral and permanent advance in wages. 

Nominal wages, expressed in terms of 
money, must advance, because there would 
be an anxious demand for labor on tlie part 
of all land owners. For without a constant 
supply of efficient labor, tlie annual tax 
could not be paid ; und then tlie land would 
fall into the hands of those who would ex- 
tract from tlie land, either by their own 
labor or by the labor of others, a revenue 
sufficient to pay tlie tax, with a profit. Tlie 
increased demand for labor thus arising 
would, in any country large enough to 
make a rate of its own, largely increase tlie 
general rate of wages. That this is tlie in- 
variable result, in all similar cases, lias 
been abundantly proved by past experi- 
ence. The opening of new laud to labor 
has always tended to increase wages; and 
under tlie proposed system of taxation 
there would be an enormous increase hi 
tlie new land thus opened to labor, and 
therefore a corresponding increase in tlie 
reward of labor. The effect upon wages 
would lie precisely tiiat which would be 
produced by the discovery of a new conti- 
nent of fertile and healthy land.

8LOYD QUESTION FINALLY SETTLED —

Eleven members of the school hoard were 
preient Wednesday evening when Presi- 
dent E. E. Hardy called the meeting to 
order. Only business of a routine nature 
was transacted. 

Immediately after the meeting was called 
to order the board went Into executive ses- 
sion to consider appointments. The entire 
staff of old teachers was reappointed with 
few exceptions. 

The much mooted question of the intro- 
duction of Sloyd into the regular course of 
the schools came up for dual settlement. 
The vote resulted in a defeat of the.Sloyd 
order by a vote of 8 to 3. The adirmalive 
votes w-re those of Messrs, liornbrooke, 
IS Hid. Hale. Fisher ami Ward. Mrs. 
Anders, and Messrs. II mtingtou, Crehore, 
Hardy. Jienner ami Avery voted in the 
negative. 

The report of the committee on courses 
of study recommending the introduction of 
singing into the High school course was ac- 
cepted. and its recommendation adopted. 

The committee on truancy was granted 
further time to prepare its report. An 
order was adopted appropriating 815,898 
for the cur.ent expenses of the depart- 
ment. 

It was voted to close the High school 
June 28, and other schools Thursday, June 
30th.

Edward Hollis announcing his resignation 
from the school board. On motion of Mr.

The clubhouse, a 
large, three-storied structure, is the best 
auu largest devoted to golf in the vicinity 
of Boston, and the society will soon have 
that important adjunct of every well regu- 
lated club, a waiting list. This, however, 
is not to he wondered at when the progress 
which golf has made in New England as a 
popular and healthful pastime is tukeu 
into consideration.

Three Alarms in West Newton. 

At an early hour yesterday morning West 
Newton was visited by one of the most dis- 
astrous tires that has occurred in the city 
for a number of years. 

The (lames, which started in the large 
planing mill of William F. Pettigrew, on 
North Prospect street, were discovered 
i shortly ufter J o’clock by Patrolman Rich- 
| aid Kyle. He rung in an alarm from box 


| 35. 


On the arrival of the fire engines the 
whole front of the building was wrapped 
in llumes, and, the adjoining buildings be- 
ing in danger, second and third ularms, 
calling out the entire department, were 
rung in by order of Assistant Chief Hum- 
phrey. 

In spite of the firemen's efforts, the 
(lames spread with the greatest rapidity, 
communicating with the large three-story 
wooden block of buildings in the rear be- 
longing to Mr. Pettigrew, and also to the 
block owned by C. E. Wall at the corner of 
North Prospect and Crescent streets, and 
occupied by Mrs. M. K. Ethridge. 

The llames at oue time threatened the 
rear of St. Bernard’s Catholic church, at 
the corner of North Prospect and Wash- 
ington streets. The lireineu played several 
streams upon the lire, lint realizing the im- 
possibility of saving the planing mill, di- 
rected their attention to saving the sur- 
rounding property. 

The occupants of the Pettigrew block, in 
the rear of the planing mill, had didlciilty 
in escaping from their houses, so Midden 
and fierce was the lire. The whole side of 
this block facing the mill was at one time 
burning. 

St. Bernard’s church being a brick build- 
ing, wilhu slate roof, resisted the liames. 
The wind was blowing toward tiie ediliue, 
and the liames attucked the carriage shed» 
111 the rear of the church, ull of them being 
destroyed. 

. The residents of the Pettigrew block 
were assisted iu removing their goods from 
the burning buildings by the neighbors, but 
all of them suffered considerable. 

The loss will reach $15,UU0 or $ 20 , 000 . 
Mr. Pettigrew says his loss will be §i5,ooo. 
The block iu the rear is damaged to the ex- 
tent of $509 or The other losses are 

small. The lire is thought to have been in- 
cendiary.

A vast host of patriotic Newton citizens, 
equal in number to at least one-sixth of the 
city's population, invaded Nonnntutn 
square last Saturday evening, to honor the 
stars and stripes. That this Intention was 
fully carried out there can he no doubt, ns 
the speakers’ sentiments were applauded 
again and again, while the unfurling of the 
Hag was the signal for an outburst of cheers 
seldom, if ever equalled in the city's his- 
tory. 

No public display during the past quart- 
er of a century ever attracted a crowd of 
such proportions to this part of the city. 

It seemed as though one-half of the city’s 
residents had met to witness the celebra- 
tion. 

All classes and all sizes joined in this 
tribute to the national emblem. There 
were bicyclists, workingmen, school chil- 
dren and their parents, while many promt 
tient citizens, who with their families oc- 
cupied their carriages, were also most en- 
thuslast e in their demonstration. 

There were those, too, who, looking from 
the windows of the different buildings 
about the square, added strength to the 
choruses of voices with their cheers. The 
best of good nature prevailed throughout 
the entire assembly, and nothing disorder- 
ly, with the exception ot the operations of 
active pickpockets, occurred. The police 
had little difficulty in handling tlie crowds, 
and everyone seemed fully appreciative of 
the general patriotic feeling. 

It was almost sundown when the crowds 
of women and children began to gather on 
Washington and Centre streets, and long 
before tlie hour of commencement, fully 
5000 people filled the streets and sidewalks 
within two blocks. Nearly every one 
carried a Hag, or wore the red, white and 
blue ribbon iu some prominent form. 

There were Hags, too, hanging from the 
buildings, and several of the stores very 
creditably outdid themselves with elabor- 
ate displays of colored bunting. 

About 7 o’clock the procession headed by 
a platoon of Police, Sergt. Clay command- 
ing, and tlie Waltham Watch Factory baud, 
formed at tlie engine house and marched to 
an enclosure in the square. In the line 
were the speakers including Gen. Edgar R. 

Cbutnplin of Cambridge, Judge J. Charles 
Kennedy, Junior Vice Department Com- 
mander Geo. M. Fiske of tlie G. A. 11., 

Mayor Cobh, Rev. F. B. liornbrooke, Al- 
derman Thomas White, and Alderman 
Frank Nagle. Following came members of 
Charles Ward Post 92. G. A. It., and loo 
schoolchildren under Mr. II. M. Walton’s 
direction. The guests mounted the speak- 
er’s platform in the centre of the enclosure, 
which was covered with handsome decora- 
tions of red, white uud blue. After a se- 
lection by tlie band, Judge Kennedy, master 
of ceremonies, introduced Rev. F. B. Horn- 
brooke, who offered prayer. 

Judge Kennedy in a brief address spoke 
of tlie existing conditions in 1881, how 
that tlie first shot was tired April 12th, fol- 
lowed by a four years’ war, which caused 
tiie death of one-bulf million of men. and 
the loss of one thousand million dollars. 

Today tlie issue was emancipation. But 
there was no division. No mirth or south, 
but one united country and one llag. The 
speaker then referred to the Maine disaster 
recounting tiie details, and denouncing it 
(irmly. He spoke of the purpose of the 
present war, and what victories might ba- 
expected 1 . 

Mayor Cobb, the next speaker, told of 
the birth of the stars ami stripes. How it 
Imd led a conquering h ist ot Americans 
through four tierce wars, amt wlmt sacri- 
fices had been made for it, ami of the many 
unknown ami uuhonored heroes, who 
fought for its sake. T<wduy it is seen going 
forward i ito another struggle, to battle for 
the oppressed and to win aguin in free- 
dom's cause. We pledge our fealty here c 
tonight, said Mayor Cobb, ami rejoice “III 

tlie great enthusiasm felt. 

Gen. E. It. (Tiumplin was presented by 
Judge Kennedy, and made a stirring ad- 
dress His remarks were frequently in- 
terupted by applause. The ll ig h id a 
language, he said, which it spoke to the 
American people. It. told of its birth, its 
purpose and aim. How it had been created 
in 1781, ami what it was bound to accom- 
plish. it floats today over the truest ami 
bravest and best republic in the world. It 
has never seen defeat. The Hag had in- 
spired those at Washington, to take such 
action as brought uhout the initial steps, 
which carried further would free a country

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THE NEWTON SINGLE TAX CLUB. 

Tho forty-fourth regular mooting and last 
of the season was held at Bellevue 
street, on Monday evening. Tnore was an 
nnnsually large attend an fee, indicating a 
fresh Interest since the two previous meet- 
ings. Mr. Fillebrown reported the sale of 
over forty Henry George books at the 
meeting of Jefferson Club last week. He 
also reported an engagement to speak be- 
fore the Merchants' Association of Fitch- 
burg, Mass., on the evening of June 1st. 

A brief paper wns read on the subject of 
tho evening. 

CAN A TAX UPON O ROUND HUNT BE 
SHIFTED V 

One objection that is raised against the 
Single Tax even by state commissions and 
legislative committees is that it can, like 
most all other taxes, be shifted to tho 
tenant, and hence be made to fall finally 
upon the consumer. Two things are 
worth fixing in mind. First— There is a 
radical difference between land values and 
all other values as a basis of taxation. 
Land has a long catalogue of qualifications 
which are wholly absent from other bases. 

It is raw material created once for all time. 

It is indestructible. 1 1 .is a fixed quantity. 
Its price is fixed by demand only. It re- 
quires no maintenance or insurance. 
Second— There is a radical difference be- 
tween a tax upon land values and a tax upon 
almost everything else in its effect. A tax 
upon land is the one tax that reduces the 
market value of the thing taxed, while a 
tax upon buildings, manufactured articles, 
and Imported articles makes these things 
nil dearer to the consumer. 

Can the Single Tax be shitted? To be- 
gin with, we have the universal fact that a 
tax upon ground rent reduces the selling 
value of land by the amount of the capital- 
ized value of that, tax. To quote Mr. 
.Sherman’s illustration, “If the gross rent 
of a tract of land is 81,000 a year, anti it is 
subject to no taxes, tho market value, as- 
suming the usual rate of interest to bo 5 
per cent, will be 82<>,in)<>. But if it is sub- 
ject to an annual tax of S 200 , the net rent 
being thus reduced by 20 per cent., the 
price of the land will also bo reduced 20 
per cent, to Sin, non ” 

Again, as so clearly known by Mr. Sher- 
man in his Natural Taxation,— “A mo- 
ment’s reflection will satisfy every one 
that the average landlord will charge the 
highest rent which he can possibly get, 
tax or no tax, and us no man will 
ever got more than he cun get, no amount 
of tux upon ground rent will ever 
be shitted over to tenants by an increase of 
rents.” Ground rent then is the highest 
possible market value of location. But, 
granting for the moment this tax could be 
shifted, what would be the operation? Let 
us suppose the ground rent of land under a 
big Boston store to be 820, non. The land- 
lotd collects in rent this 820,000 and the 
government takes, say 1-2 of it, or Sin.ooo 
in taxes. The lundlnrd will then shift this 
tax of 810,000 upon his tenant and collect 
from him a ground rent of $;W,ooo instead 
of 820,000. If he can do this it shows that 
tlie ground rent of that location, instead of 
being S 2 u,ooo is really $:io,»hh>, and tho as- 
sessor, instead of 810,000. takes 1-2 of $30,- 
ooo or $lf>,000 in taxes. This, the landlord 
again “shifts,” making his tenant pay Sl-V 
ooo ground rent, followed by another as- 
sessment of 1-2 or $22,500, and so on to the 
absurdity. If lie cun get $ 15, U00 rent then, 
why not now ? 

Tiie weight of authority upon this ques- 
tion, both in numbers and in reputation, no 
one will dispute, including as it does, not 
only the entire school of Ricardo and Mill, 
but also nine-tenths or mire of other eco- 
nomic writers, who scout as absurd the 
doctrine that a tax upon ground rent can 
be shifted.” 

John Stuart Mill says. “A tax on rent 
falls wholly upon tiie landlord. There are 
no means by which lie cun shift the burden 
upon anyone else, A tax on rent, there- 
fore, has no effect other than its obvious 
one. It merely takes so much from tiie 
landlord and transfers it to tiie state.” 

Riourdo says— “A land tax levied in 
proportion to tho rent of land, and varying 
with every variation of rents, will fall 
wholly on the landlords.” 

Adam S nith. Banco in. Fawcett, Thorold 
Rogers, McCulloch, Francis A. Walker 
subscribe to tho above statements. No 
treatise on political economy contradicts 
them.

G Ito UN I> KENTS OF NEWTON. 

People who may be thinking how the 
Single Tax would work iu Newton need to 
bear in mind that it Is a proposed tax iiftt 
upon the assessed value only but upon the 
full ground rent. The assessed value is 
the selling value of what Is already sub- 
jected to a tax of one ami (52-ino per cent. 
Assuming the usual rate of interest to be 
live per cent., capital will not invest in 
land unless it will return live per cent, and 
taxes.

present rate of 1-‘J2 per cent, on personal 
property buildings and land values by u 
rate of per cent, on ground rent alone. 

1.00 A I. OPTION. 

The status of tax reform In Massachu- 
setts today, though apparently discourag- 
ing, is, we believe, fraught with good omen. 
A state commission Ims at great pains sub- 
mitted plans and specifications for u re- 
formed system. The legislative committee 
bus made u clean sweep of the entire 
scheme without hinting !at any substitute, 
thus bringing tux reform, after a two years’ 
race, buck to the starting point with u 
truck clear for new entries. Our encour- 
agement is the hope thut iu the next race 
local option will be heurd from and prove 
the winner. Our reasons are these: 

1 st— While tho proceedings of both com- 
mission und committee indicate a deep

{’untested plans und opinions, they ure 
an even surer indication that no commis- 
sion, or committee, or legislature will ever 
huve the temerity or the conlideiiue to 
recommend or endorse new and untried 
measures, either tentative or radical, until 
driven to it by luicmluruble conditions. 

2 nd— Local option would relieve thegeu- 
eral court us directors of tiie state, of u 
responsibility which no manufacturing or 
business corporation would think of im- 
posing upon ever so able a board of direc- 
tors, viz: the responsibility of the complete 
displacement of all old machinery hy new 
and untried devices, upon a mere theoreti- 
cal examination of their merits instead of 
u thorough, practical, individual test- 
Local option would afford occasion and op 


projects Itself into the heavens from every 
point of observation, whether it he as a 
challenge to an awakening social sense, a 
I’hllllpio against the injustice of our pres- 
ent system of taxation, an appeal to the 
moral and altruistic instincts of Christian 
civilization, or simply a new and untried 
social scheme, a child of the fertile and in- 
genious brain of Henry George. In each 
and all of these aspects it awakens and 
stimulates inquiry and interest. But It is 
as tiie expression of Providential purpose 
for the guidance of soctnted humanity that. 

I find it most impressive and inspiring. If 
the power that makes for righteousness is 
thoughtful enough of us as individuals, and 
there is nn eternal law governing our con* 
duct as units, which law we cannot Ignore 
without imperilling onr best Interests for 
the present and future, If must be true also 
that a corresponding rule is provided for 
the conduct of communities or social or- 
ganizations. “no man liveth to himself 
alone,” ami the solution of social problems 
must manifestly lie in tiie discovery and 
apprehension of this law and the practical 
application and working out of its behests 
respecting the social order. The law of 
love is a law of service, and it is apparent 
that this law should obtain iu economics 
tiie moment we consider our iuter-depcii 
deuce , upon the physical plane. A man 
may be isolated in the spiritual life. Wo 
can conceive, at all events, that such a life 
is not necessarily dependent upon our re- 
lations to others. Indeed, we emphasize 
the thoughtjthat it is in the secret chamber 
where a man finds himself in association 
with God alone, that his spiritual growth is 
most promoted. .So too. m the intellectual 
life; a mini may be a recluse and practically 
ignore the mentality of his own times, lie 
has the heritage of tho years on which to 
feed, and all the delights and personal 
benefits accruing from a mastery of the 
literature and science of the past, he may 
command, though he spend his years us a 
hermit. 

But upon the economical and physical 
plane, we immediately realize that civiliza- 
tion has linked us to well nigh ull mankind. 
The common luxuries of our table, our ap- 
parel, our furnishings, and all those things 
that makeup our daily satisfaction, these 
call into requisition the contribution of 
thousands oi hands, and to each and all 
we ure bemud iu equity to make a fair re- 
turn for the benefit conferred. If our meal 
includes the gift of many climates and 
many lands, as it surely may, that .signifies 
not only extended international intercourse 
by the pathways of the sea, but it means 
that we are individually making a return 
through hundreds of channels to the many 
individuals who have directly contributed 
to our comfort. 

Sound economics must be grounded In 
social equity and we can but feel called up- 
on and impelled to muke a fair return to all 
those who have added to our pleasure and 
betterment, and this social equity, this ful- 
filling of the demands of justice iu thegive- 
uml-tuke, which necessarily characterizes 
our physical and social life, this the Single 
Tax primarily and insistently emphasizes. 

If every man who contributes thus to the 
common nchievment of the race were to re- 
ceive a fair return for the labor which he 
has expended, the effort lie has put forth, 
justice would be exactly administered, 
every one would have occasion to be satis- 
fied, and peace and harmony would ensue. 
But the economic history of the past is but 
a story of the .successful effort of a few to 
withhold this equitable return from the 
many. This is monopoly, against which 
the Single l ax pronounces its anathema, 
and this it would utterly an l forever de- 
stroy. 

It is to be seen therefore that the move- 
ment for which we stand links itself imme- 
diately to and is a unit of the great tide of 
philanthropic impulse tlmt was born iu 
Bethlehem. It is nothing less than an en- 
deavor to make the law id love, which is a 
law of service, a controlling fact in the 
Held of economics, and therefore every man 
of altruistic instinct must ally himself 
with it so soon as he senses its spirit und 
import. It appeals peculiarly to the au- 
thorized leaders of the one great, philan- 
thropise movement of the world, namely 
Christianity, and as Single Taxers we not 
only feel impelled but authorized to ask for 
it the sincere and earnest attention of the 
clergy. Some one has said the attempt to 
live and worship God without serving men 
has resulted at all times iu religious pre- 
tense, phurusuism and spiritual paralysis, 
and it is an indisputable fact which is grad- 
ually being recognized, that the church is 
today under indictment for apparent in- 
difference to social movements that have 
grown out of social caste and social privi- 
lege. The fact that more than 75 per cent, 
of all the common laboring people are not 
found in the churches und are largely in- 
different to and unaffected by its teachings, 
Is In evidence that something is wrong, and 
tho impression is very generally enter- 
tained that tiie leaders of Christian 
thought, the ministry of tiie church, are 
prone to say hut little about those ques- 
tions which are likely to disturb the social 
contentment of the well-to-do parishes. 
Many men have great wealth, obtained by 
Extremely questionable m ?uns. means 
which have oceu indifferent to the rights 
of others, and yet, if by chance they endow 
un institution or are large conti ibutors to 
the linuncial resources of the church, they 
are privileged to listen to a Gospel lor tho 
individual and have nut been troubled with 
ii Gospel lor tiie community, und it is in 
view of th is question, iu the mind of a 
great body of people, as to the sincerity, 
the moral courage und tiie genuineness of 
religious pretense und profession, whieli 
makes it tiie more important surely, that 
the clergy should give a ready hearing to 
the moral appeal of tiie Single lux. Its 
call for tiie recognition of tiie inherent 
rights of every mini, its insistence noon a 
livelier sense of human brotherhood, its 
demand for the repression of all unjn t 
monopoly and unfair privilege, these are 
tiie tilings which make it peculiarly signi- 
ficant, mid the church lias never hud a 
more splendid opportunity than this to 
manifest its loyalty to the interests of Im- 
munity, its purpose and intent to mete out 
justice first of all, iu its declaration of 
peace on earth good will to men. 

We ure moved today by the patriotic up- 
peal to liberate and enfranchise tiie suffer- 
ers in Cuba, and with remurkuble unanimi- 
ty the church bus responded, and the clergy 
from the Atlantic to the l'acliio huve 
seconded the unselfish purposes of the 
government that this end shall be achieved. 
But we must not forget that these condi- 
tions iu Cubuare the immediate outgrowth 
of indifference to the Single Tax. W e must 
not forget that the enslavement of labor is 
u far more dreadful fuel in tiie history of 
the world than was chattel slavery, that it 
is the ground and occasion of social dis- 
order generally und that until justice is 
done to ull men upon tills economic plane, 
we sliull fail pitiably in our appeal to men 
on a higher plune, the Gospel of justice 
must precede tho justice of love. 

Immediately linked with this thought of 
the umpliludu und splendor of the oppor- 
tunity presented to ull Christian und phil- 
anthropic minds by till* movement, Is the 
luct tlmt an absorption in such an endeav- 
or results in the development und realiza- 
tion of a type of character that challenges 
the udmiratlou of the w orld ; und us I suy 
this w e ure ull thinking of Henry George 
und his life-long devotion to the accom- 
plishment of un unselfish end, a purpose 
tlmt w as broad, inclusive und intolerant pt 
putty circumstances und conditions. We 
ull reullze wliut ibis wrought for. him and 
w hut it w ould ucblevo for every one oi us 
if we too, would give ourselves us he gave 

himself, to the consummation of a greut, 

uusellish ideal, it was precisely the same 
kind of u viturious burden and sacrifice

| Boston, in a recent address before the 
j Civic Club of Hartford, set forth in a very 
I striking way the need for such schools in 
the cities, and the way in which they meet 
one of the great wants of the day. He 
said: 

'•1 can snfely say, that If it were a device 
of society to have a school for the raising 
o| hoodlums and young criminals, all they 
J would have to do w ould be to leave them 
in the street during the summer months 
while the rich people are away at the sea- 
side and mountains. The vnoatlon school 
is the aw akening of the people to this fact. 
When the vacation school was started in 
Boston, teachers were sure of failure Ba- 
rents also, were Indifferent ; but now many 
of them ask that their children's names l»e 
placed on the list. Toe school now starts 
w ith accommodations for ;VH), and soo will 
come. In Cambridge, where attendance is 
compulsory, there are not so many students 
proportionally as in Boston, where attend- 
ance is simply asked for or allowed. This 
shows that the persuasive form of educa- 
tion Is better than the compulsory. 
Mothers have come to us and told us that 
the vacation schools have changed their 
w hole lives by removing their anxiety for 
their children during the summer months. 
A w ell known judge told me that an almost 
unmanageable lioodlmnism and criminalism 
is growing up, not only in our city, but our 
country life. We are closing up the 
avenues of migration with the result, that 
all the worthless men nnd good-for-nothings 
are gradually drifting back into the cities. 
Every year it Is becoming more and more 
unsafe to leave our homes for the summer, 
for when we onme back, we llnd our 
grounds despoiled and our fruit trees rav- 
aged and broken down. The vacation 
school is eliminating this by taking the 
younger boys and girls away from the eor- 
lupting influences of the street life, and In- 
selling into their youthful mimls new ideas 
and good citizenship.

THE SLOYD TEMBEST. 


The action of the school hoard in failing 
to confirm the two Sloyd teachers has 
aroused a good deal of comment among 
the parents of boys who have taken the 
lessons, and we have received many urgent 
remonstrances against such action, and 
some parents are very warm in their criti- 
cisms of the way the result was reached. 
Two of the bourd, who favor Sloyd, were 
absent, and the opponents were able to 
muster a majority of one, the vote standing 
6 to 5. The parents who have remonstrat- 
ed are very enthusiastic over the good 
work done by the Sloyd teachers, and say 
that it is unfair to give up this system be- 
fore it has lmd a fair trial. They think it 
has done wonderful things for their chil- 
dren. The way to remedy the mutter seems 
to be a very simple one. The members of 
the school boord who voted against Sloyd 
are most of them firm believers in the prin- 
ciple that the school board should follow 
the wishes of the parents in school mat- 
ters, and have put themselves on record in 
this respect. If the majority of the parents 
wish to have the teaching of Sloyd con- 
tinue, all they have to do is to see these 
representatives in such numbers as to con- 
vince them of the fact, and we have no 
doubt that at the next meeting the vote will 
be rescinded. They probably followed 
what they thought was for the best inter- 
ests of the schools, but they will bo willing 
to be convinced that tbd^were mistaken if 
they are approached in a reasonable way. 
They do not claim to be infallible, and if 
the majority of parents wish to have Sloyd 
taught, as is claimed by those we have 
seen, it will be very easy to demonstrate 
that fact. If on the contrary, they do not 
hear from any great number of parents, 
they can reasonably assume that their ac- 
tion meets with public approval. There 
are so many educational fads nowadays, 
pressing for admission to the school curri- 
culum; each one being claimed to tie the 
great essential to u proper education, that 
It Is not to be wondered ut that school com- 
mittees should get bewildered, us children 
were born and educated before any of these 
fads were beard of, and became very re- 
spectable and intelligent citizens. 


The overwhelming majority In the 
national house, in favor of a constitutional 
amendment for the election of United 
States Senators by the people. Is very sug- 
gestive. We have tried electing them by 
state legislatures, and have seen rich men 
buy their seats with the result that people 
have lost confidence in the senate, and after 
almost every election of a senator, there is 
an investigation of the means employed 
and a good deal of unsavory scandal ex- 
posed. Were the Senators elected directly 
by the people, the chances would be more 
favorable to the election of men who were 
distinguished for something else than their 
money, or their ability to control political 
patronage. Of course, the chief contest 
would then be transferred to the noninnt. 
ing conventions, and money would still be 
powerful, but as in most of the states a 
nomination is not equivalent toan election, 
some regard would have to be paid to a 
candidate’s fitness for the ofllce. Of course 
there is very little chance of such an 
amendment getting through the senate, as 
many of the senators know that they 
would have no chance whatever In a popu- 
lar election. There will have to be great 
pressure exerted by public opinion, before 
the senators would vote for this amend- 
ment.

Tiik world-wide fame of Mr. Gladstone, 
and his leadership in English politics, was 
attained not by his skill in political man- 
agement, in which he wax deficient, ut 
solely by the power of the ideas be advo- 
cated, and when we consider his career it 
can not fail to make Americans proud that 
they belong to the same race ami speak the 
same language. There is a rattier sober- 
ing reflection, however, when we contrast 
him with any of the men who are promi- 
nent in public life here. We have skilful 
politicians, who are masters of intrigue, 
but whose ideas of statesmanship are limit- 
ed by what will uid them in tlx* next elec- 
tion. We have our Quays uml Platts and 
Hannas uml Brokers, ami we have u great 
crowd of representatives ut Washington, 
but it would be difficult for any one to tell 
with what great measures of reform or 
public utility they have been identified. 
We liuve men who represent special inter- 
ests, ami represent them well, such as rail- 
roads, the sugar trust, uml other corpora- 
tions, hut these could hurdle lie classed as 
statesmen. But, when one comes to think 
of it. what could a Gladstone do in Con- 
gress, under the Reed rules. He might be 
allowed five minutes in u half hour's de- 
lute on u measure affecting vitally the 
whole country, if Mr. Reed was good* 
nutured, but he would huve us little in flu- ] 
dice upon legislation as one of the house 
pages. If lie could pull the necessary wires 
he might be able to get upon some commit- 
tee that prepares measures for the house to 
past-, but in u body that is allowed no 
chance for deliberation, ami where the 
in st important measures are rushel 
through without debate, he would be sadly 
out of pluce. Men with ideas ami convic- 
tions of their own are not popular in the 
House under present conditions, uml the , 
irruption of so many millionaires into the 
{Senate, elected by more or less scandalous 
methods, has not inspired much public con- ' 
lideuce in thut body, although public meas- 
ures are still ullowed to be discussed there, ' 
uml there is u chance of defeating some of j 
* tlxa orude and lll-advlsad measure* that are 
rushed through the house. Possibly some 
leader may arise in the future, who will 
have the confidence of the people and he ' 
able to defy the tyranny of the cuucus, but 
at present there is no sign of his advent.

The 
water at the camp is unfit to drink, and 
until wells could be dug, the men would be 
apt to suffer both in comfort and in their 
health.

THE INFANCY OF RAILWAYS. 

Cnrinsltlen of the Early Appliance* — Popu- 
Ixr Attitude Toward Them. 

At tho Workingmen's college, Grent Or- 
mond street, n lecture was delivered by 
Mr. W. M. Acworth on “Tho Infancy of 
Railways.” Tho lecturer mentioned that 
tho queen had been live years on tho throno 
before she entered n railway train. 1 ’rnc- 
tlcnlly the first railway passengers traveled 
about 70 years ago. That was on the 
Stockton nnd Darlington railway, but tho 
passenger carriage was thou drawn by a 
horse. The Idea of a permanent way for 
haulage purposes was very old, for those 
who had been at tho ruins of Pompeii 
would linve noticed slabs of stone on either 
side of tho road and inarkson them where 
tho carts were sent along in order to make 
tho haulage easier. Somewhat tho same 
idea was taken up in England nnd in the 
Harz mountains some centuries ago. 
Grndunlly the stone hnd boon replaced by 
Iron, and about 1&70 the wonderful dis- 
covery of Sir H. Bussumor in tho manufac- 
ture of steel led to the rails being made of 
steel. The Introduction of the railway in- 
to this country was regarded, especially by 
tbo country landowners, as quite an inno- 
vation. 1 ho surveyors for tho companies 
wore often ducked in horseponds and oven 
liied at while making surveys. 

Many towns at tho present day, such ns 
Lichfield and Northampton, bitterly re- 
gretted the opposition shown to railway 
enterprise in its early days; for the result 
lias been that the main lines passed seme 
distance away from them. Tho reason 
why tho main lino of the Great Western 
did not pass through Windsor was the op- 
position ol the provost and fellows of Eton 
college, who rolused to allow any station 
to bo built on their estate. Ac first the 
rich classes, who had been In tho habit of 
traveling in their ow n coaches, would not 
mix with tho common herd in a railway 
train, but used to have their conches put 
on railway trucks, and so literally rode in 
their own vehicles. Even later it was con- 
sidered quite a crime tor peoplo who could 
nfi'urd to travel first or second class to go 
third. On one occasion the officials on 
one lino were know n to hiro sweeps to 
empty their soot bags into a third class 
carriage which was known to be used by 
persons who could pay a higher fare. 
Hincc 1840, with tho great development In 
railway enterprise, all this had been 
changed, and it could be practically said 
that the lures laid been reduced by uno- 
1 ml f and the speed doubled In the flu years. 
— London T lines.

(Special Legislative Correspondence.) 

Hen con Hill, May 35. 

The Mnssaeimsett* Senate has completed 
its slaughter of the bills calculated to pre- 
vent violation of the anti-stock watering 
laws by pas companies. On Monday it fol- 
lowed up its work of the previous Friday, 
by killing all that remained, so that there 
was nothing further that it could do but re- 
fuse to let the pa* and electric light commis- 
sioners devise a plan for the consolidation 
of the Boston companies under proper con- 
ditions. The bill which was killed Friday 
was the only one which was of any par- 
ticular value so far as governing the acts of 
the pipe line and gas and coke companies 
wns concerned. It had no section which 
prevented its application to future opera- 
tions of these companies, though all the 
bills were guarded very carefully from ap- 
plying to existing contracts, as it was 
feared that they might prove unconstitu- 
tional. The Graphic has already very 
fully discussed these measures, in connec- 
tion with their passage through the house, 
so that there is no need of any explanation 
of their purpose. The real value of them 
was in their guaranteeing that in future 
we should have no further attempts to 
evade our anti-stock watering laws by as- 
sociations and combinations. Senator 
Harwood saw this plainly, and voted for 
the bills, even after the Senate had refused 
to listen to his plea that they should 
eliminate the sections which exempted the 
Whitney organizations. 

1 want to make just one remark, and that 
is that Mr. Boutwell of Malden, the house 
chairman of the committee on manufac- 
tures, was as anxious as was Mr. Howell 
of Howell, to get some legislation which 
should cover the present conditions of 
things. lie also w anted to get the bills out 
of the committee, so lie consented that they 
should go out with the exempting clauses 
in, but when he went to Mr. Myers of 
Cambridge to ask him what he proposed to 
offer as amendments, the latter would give 
him no satisfaction at all, he told him to go 
ahead and fight, and the result was that Mr. 
Boutwell won, against his own desires. I 
say this because Mr. Boutwell deserves the 
credit or trying to better things, even 
though he did not succeed. 

Outside of gas, there have been no veri- 
exciting episodes this week. Th e Gov- 
ernor vetoed the Boston aldermaniebill, on 
the rather odd ground that it was not a wise 
idea for both the bodies of tho city council 
to represent the same constituency. 
While certain Massachusetts cities cling to 
the idea of electing councilmen by wards 
and aldermen at large, it is rather signifi- 
cant that so •many others which do not 
happen to have a single chamber, elect 
both by wards, and no particular harm 
seems to result. Doubtless the considera- 
tion which most largely influenced the 
Governor was a doubt concerning Repub- 
lican chances under such a bill, coupled, as 
he remarked, with a doubt as to whether 
this particular bill was of such worth as to 
indicate that it was really the panacea for 
the situation. 

The Newton idea of illuminating the 
dome seems likely to be very soon realized. 

1 understand that the governor, the execu- 
tive council, the speaker, the president and 
the .State House construction commission 
ers have severley approved the plans, as 
well as those for the operation of the 
fountains in the yard, which will soon be 
installed, the contract for them being 
awarded today. 

The bill for the appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 additional for the use of the metro- 
politan park commissioners, has been 
favorably reported by both Mr. Pickard 
and Mr. Hayward's committees, although 
one dissenter, Mr. Jones, of Melrose, ami 
Mr. Baton of Leominster, appears in each 
committee report. 1 understand that while 
this sum is to be appropriated, it is not 
likely to be called for this year, the idea 
being to continue the policy of extending 
the system, but not to spend the money 
until it is nee le I, so that it will not inter- 
fere with our war expenditures. 

Mr. Hayward refrains from dissenting 
from any of the reports on the hills to give 
additional compensation to the towns in 
the Wuchusett reservoir valley. One rea- 
son is doubtless that except in the case of 
Boylston, the committee reported adverse- 
ly. The questions are vexatious, and each 
side in the controversy seems to have 
merit. 

Mr. Hay ward, for the committee on ways 
ami means, lias reported a new draft of the 
bill for a dam across the Charles river. 
The first section locates the bridge at St. 
Mary's street in Bontou, u cross to Cam- 
bridge, ami directs the metropolitan park 
commissioners to proceed immediately in 
the work. The second section directs the 
state treasurer to proceed to issue $:.00,uo<t 
fortv year bonds to meet the expense. 
They are to he either register *d or coupon 
bonds, with interest at 4 per cent. 

'i'lie third section provides that every five 
years the supreme court, sitting in equity, 
shall appoint three commissioners, after 
notice to Newton, Cambridge, Boston ami 
Watertown, who shall apportion the 
amount each place shall pay annually for 
the succeeding live years, to meet the inter- 
est, sinking fund requirements and ex- 
penses of maintenance of the darn. It 
shall be included by the state treasurer in 
tile stale tax of those places. I do not 
know whether Senator Dalliuger will op- 
pose this hill, which supercedes his own, or 
let it go along. 

The governor and udjutunt general con- 
tinue to bo veiy busy people, and every day 
tiie inspector general. Gen. Carter, busies 
himself in getting ready the new provision- 
al regiments. Capt. Hamlin must be re- 
lieved, however, to have things settling 
more into their old routine ab ml the execu- 
tive department. 

M • Hayward has favorably reported a 
bill to provide a system of sewerage dis- 
posal for (.'Hilton.

In Memorlum. 

Thursday, May 12, in the town of 
Orange, Mass., there passed from death 
unto life Lucy Ladd Brown, well known to 
a large circle of friends in Newton Centre. 

That old saying that whom the gods love 
•lie young appeals to us. To go out of life 
filled with its innocent joys and knowing 
nothing of its sorrows, to puss directly 
from earthly to Heavenly happiness seems 
at times even to those who cling most to 
life an enviable fate. 

Y'et we appreciate tiie pose of men and 
women who have endured hardness and 
stand fast in tiie strength won in many a 
buttle, so that when an old saint passes on- 
ward beyond tiie veil the lesson and tiie in- 
spiration are still deeper. 

But in this young life just gone out from 
us there was a wonderful union of tiie 
beauties of botli periods, so that the charm 
of a youth which made itself felt even to 
those who knew her least was deepened by 
agreut strength of silent endurance of the 
trouble and pain of a life full of sad 
conditions and by a performance of duty 
as if this were ease, an enjoyment of all 
Heaven-sent pleasures, so that this very 
youth had in it something of the fearless- 
ness and stability of an immortality and 
led one to rest upon it as if it were mature 
in lofty power and purpose. 

Lucy graduated from the Newton High 
school in is; q, and from there went to the 
Normal school ut Bridgewater, Mass., 
from w hich she giaduuted in 181N>. 

Directly after this latter graduation 
Lucy without the aid of nil agency, and 
having no •‘pull” of any kind, but by her 
own efforts alone and tiie clmrm of her 
own digiiityand ability secured a position 
ns teacher in a small town near Northiield, 
Mass. Her success there was so marked 
that she was soon promoted by tiie com- 
mittee to a school at Bernardstou. Then 
another promotion was offered tier in u 
school at Orange, Mass., making two pro- 
motions in two years to a young girl who 
was getting iter first experience in the 
work. She found this school in some re- 
spects morediflieult to teach : possibly also, 
her strength was less. But the result of 
her work there can be best understood by 
its wonderful effect upon tiie people of the 
place. During her illness their interest 
and anxiety were constant and deep. After 
her death the children crowded in sorrow 
to look upon her. the school committee of 
Orange held services in honor of her, und 
the Hag hung at half must to show the love 
und grief of tho town from which the 
young life had gone out, all these tributes 
of honor and of atlectiou having been won 
unconsciously and unuided by u girl of 
twenty-four. Whut an evidence of her 
great ability and of tiie nobility uud beauty 
of her character. 

There was ail intense and unconeious 
personality about Lucy that reminded one 
of the princess Graciosa of the fairy tale. 
There was never petty worry; it never 
troubled her thut what she had to wear 
might not be as rich or tine us thut worn 
by her mutes. And there was no need. 

• although site did not know the reason; for 
] no sooner had she put it on than it became 
; a part of her own beauty and lent itself to 
I her own exquisite grace of form and move- 
ment. 

I In outward beauty, in ability, in clianic 
ter the word “rare" may well be applied to 
Lucy. With all her purposes was earnest- 
ness, under all her guyety was a deep sc 
i riousness. Her faith in God. her sense of 
| duty, and her lovinguess to human beings 
gave an abiding power to a beauty which 
J was really an expression of the strength 
and truth of her young life. We feel in 
i thinking of her 'that of such is the king- 
dom of Heaven. We believe thut her wel- 
come and her home in the life beyond, 
could we but know those, would hold our 
lips from complaint ut the loss that bus 
j fallen upon us who love her; but deepest of 
! all upon the brother who is now son ing his 
, country in the hour of its need.

There is scarcely a substance which, nfter 
having been exposed to tho notion of tho 
ntniosphero for n considerable time, does 
not exhibit proofs of “weathering.” It 
may even be observed on tbo most densely 
compacted siliceous rocks. Tho fullest ex- 
tent of this Inquiry can only bo to elucl- 
flnte relative duration nml comparative 
labor of appropriation to useful or orna- 
mental purposes. 

By examining the various productions 
of nature we find ovident proofs of her In- 
dustry In all nges. Changes have been 
going on from tho romotest antiquity to 
the present time on every substance that 
conies within our observation. All the 
actual combinations of matter have had n 
former existence in some other stnto. 
Nothing exists in nature but what is like- 
ly to change its condition and manner of 
being. No material is so durable ns always 
to retain Its present appearance, for the 
most solid and compact bodies lmvo not 
such a degree of impenetrability and so 
close a union of the parts which composo 
them as to be exempted from ultimate dis-*jjf 
solution. (j 

Even in the grent globo which we in- ' 
habit nothing is more ovident to geologists 
than a perpetual series of alterations. | 
There can be discovered no vestlgoof n bo- j 
ginning, no prospect of an end. In some ! 
bodies these changes tiro not so frequent 
and rcmnrknblous in others, though equal- i 
ly certain nt a moro distant period. Tho 
venerable remains of Egyptian splendor, 
many of them executed in tho hardest ' 
grnnito between 3,000 and 4,000 years i 
since, exhibit large \fHrtions of exfoliation | 
and gradual decay, thereby following tho i 
primitive, immutable and universal order 
of causes and effects — namely, that all ob- 
jects possess tbo materials of wbicl they 
nro composed only for a limited time, dur- 
ing which some powerful ugent effocts 
their decomposition and sets tho element- 
niy particles at liberty again to form other 
equally perfect combinations. Thus by 
divine and unerring laws order is restored 
amidst apparent confusion. — Architect.
